Infectious  Diseases. 


Diphtheria.  No  confirmed  case  was  notified 
during  the  year.  Yfhilst  everyone  concerned  is  pleased  with 
the  success  of  Immunisation  methods  in  the  control  of  this 
disease,  no  complacency  can  be  exhibited  and  constant 
propaganda  is  maintained  with  all  parents. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Notified  cases  show  a  decrease  from 
47  in  1953  as  agains'c  "56  in  1952.  There  is  an  increased 
tendency  for  mild  cases  cf  Scarlet  Fever  to  be  treated  at 
home  where  conditions  for  isolation  are  suitable. 

Hi  coping  Cough.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  numbers 
notified,  37  in  1  953  as  against  74  in  1952,

approximately  6,000  gallons  daily.  Demand  and  sale  of 
pasteurised  milk  are  increasing. 

Housing. 


Housing  problems  are  much  the  same  in  this  district 
as  elsewhere,  but  the  provision  of  the  smaller  type  of  house 
or  flat  for  the  young  married  couples  (to  get  away  from  their 
in-laws)  and  for  the  increasing  numbers  of  the  aged,  should  be 
more  prominent  in  our  planning. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  deep  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department.  Such  interest  gives  encouragement  to  the  officials.

Serial  Conditions. 

The  district  continues  to  make  steady  progress  as  a 
Seaside  Resort.  It  is  becoming  very  popular  with  visitors  from 
the  Midlands  and  Lancashire  and  the  Scottish  people  are  staying 
in  greater  numbers  for  longer  periods.  The  resident  population 
who  work  and  have  business  in  the  industrial  belt  are  increasing. 

The  Promenades  are  about  three  miles  in  length  and 
cliff  walks  are  permitted  beside  the  sea  to  Seaton  Sluice.  The 
Isle  of  St.  Mary’s  is  the  property  of  the  Council  and  is  the  mecca 
of  residents  and  visitors  alike.  It  is  surrounded  by  the  sea  at 
various  periods  of  the  tide.  There  is  a  public  walk  through 
Holywell  Dene  on  the  Northern  Border  of  the  district.

THE  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT. 


1 .  Pulmonary  and  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 

The  treatment  of  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  dealt  with 
under  the  National  Service  Act,  1946.  The  hospital  and  Sanatoria 
treatment  is  under  the  control  of  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  The  disinfection  of  houses  v/here  infected  patients 
are  in  occupation  is  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Department  on  request. 

2.  Child  Welfare  and  Maternity. 

The  work  which  comes  under  this  Section  is  undertaken  and 
controlled  by  the  Northumberland  County  Council. 

J>.  Infectious  Diseases. 


Treatment  of  cases  of  iaifectious  diseases  is  undertaken  by 
the  South-East  Northumberland  Hospital  Management  Committee  acting 
on  behalf  of  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Regional  Board. 

The  largest  proportion  of  cases  needing  treatment  from 
this  area  are  sent  to  Scaffold  Hill.  The  cases  needing  special 
treatment  are  sent  to  Walker  G-ate  Hospital. 

4.  Smallpox. 

Arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease  are 
covered  by  the  details  in  Paragraph  3. 

5.  Hospitals  for  the  Treatment  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Cases. 

(a)  The  cases  of  sickness  which  need  hospital  treatment  are 
accommodated  in  the  hospitals  situated  in  Newcastle  and  Tynemouth. 

00  Nursing  in  the  Home.  Nursing  in  the  homes  is  controlled 
by  the  Northumberland  C  ounty  Council. 

(c)  Health  Centres  and  Clinics.  The  Clinics  in  the  area  aro 
administered  by  the  County  Council.  There  are  no  Health  Centres 
erected  in  this  area,  but  lend  has  been  earmarked  for  this  purpose 
in  Whitley  Bay  and  Monkseatoru 

(a)  Ambulanc o  Service s.  This  service  is  controlled  by  the 
Northumberland  Counuy  Council.  They  are  using  the  garage  at  the 
rear  of  the  Priory  Buildings,  Park  Avenue.  There  are  four  large 
modern  ambulances,  a  utility  Ambulance  and  a  car  for  sitting  cases. 
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(o)  First  Aid  Station.  The  First  Aid  Station  ?/hioh  is 
situated  on  the  Central  Lower  Promenade  is  well  equipped. 

The  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade  provide  staff  of 
both  sexes  on  a  voluntary  basis.  Owing  to  the  large  number 
who  visit  the  beach  it  has  been  decided  to  enploy  a  full  time 
attendant  who  will  be  assisted  by  the  members  of  the  St.  John’s 
Corps. 

(f)  Public  Health  Laboratory.  This  Laboratory  is 
situated  within  the  precincts  of  the  General  Hospital,  Newcastle, 
and  is  used  by  the  Medical  Practitioners.  The  total  number  of 
specimens  submitted  in  1  953  was  1 24-,  as  against  164  in  1  952.

1 .  SANITAPT  C IRCUMS TANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

(a)  (i)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  sufficient  in  quantity 

and  excellent  in  quality.  Some  trouble  was  experienced  through 
dirt  getting  into  the  mains.  Sampling  took  place  at  once  to 
ascertain  the  type  of  pollution  and  if  any  danger  to  health  would 
arise.  The  Water  Engineer  was  contacted  immediately.  The  bulk 


of  the  supply  is  from  the  mains  of  the  Tynemouth  Corporation. 
Water  is  also  supplied  from  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water 
Company,  which  is  passed  into  the  reservoir  at  Billy  Mill, 

North  Shields.  The  intake  from  the  River  Wansheck  is  in 
regular  operation. 

(ii)  Bacteriological  samples  are  taken  regularly  from 
different  parts  of  the  area.  The  total  number  of  samples  taken 
was  25 o

Corporation.  Copies  of  samples  taken  should  be  supplied  to  this 
Department  at  regular  periods  during  the  year. 
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As  for  (iii). 

( a)  Houses  without  Internal  Water  Supply. 

The  number  of  houses  without  an  internal  water  supply 
The  water  is  supplied  from  stand  pipes.  The  stand 
situated  as  follows: - 

1  house  -  East  End,  Old  Hartley. 

8  houses  ~  Rocky  Island,  Seaton  Sluice. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  stand  pipes  will  be  removed  as  the 
houses  become  vacant. 

(v)  O)  Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  district  is  well  sewered,  except  for  three  farms 
which  have  septic  tanks.  An  enlargement  of  the  joint  sewer  7/a.s 
completed  during  the  year.  This  sewer  runs  through  Brier  Dene 
and  the  Council  are  joint  users. 

Extensions  of  the  sewers  were  being  undertaken  at 
Earsdon  Grange  Estate  to  accommodate  the  additional  houses. 

Extra  sewers  were  also  in  course  of  construction  to  the  Brier 
Dene  Estate  near  the  Cemetery.  There  are  still  five  outfalls 
Y/hich  discharge  below  high  water  into  the  North  Sea. 

The  small  outfalls  from  the  drainage  on  St.  Mary*  s 
Island  are  now  conveyed  into  the  outfall  which  is  to  be  extended 
in  1954.  No  complaints  of  pollution  from  these  outfalls  were 
received  by  me  during  the  year. 

2.  RIVER  POLLUTION. 

This  work  is  now  undertaken  by  the  Rivers  Board  who 
control  this  area.  It  would  appear  that  the  acid  content  in 
the  Brier  Dene  stream  does  not  seem  to  be  so  pronounced.  The 
Board !s  Chief  Officer  is  active  in  regard  to  the  Coal  washery 
pollution  in  Seaton  Burn. 

3.  WATER  CARRIAGE  SYSTEM. 

There  are  eight  houses  without  the  water  carriage  . 
system.  These  are  situated  on  Rocky  Island  and  there  is  one 
house  at  East  End.  A  complete  survey  of  the  drainage  and 
existing  pail  closets  was  made  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 
The  existing  buildings  left  very  much  to  be  desired  and  the 
drainage  needed  overhauling. 

Details  were  submitted  to  the  Agents  and  permission 
v/q.3  sought  to  close  the  houses  as  they  became  vacant.  This

riddance1  to  a  most  antiquated  state  of  affairs  which  should 
have  been  cleared  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities.

The  Red  House  Parm  site  and  the  field  at  the  rear  of 
the  Cemetery  are  the  only  sites  used  for  camping. 

Caravan  Site  (Council  Leased). 

The  Council  hold  the  tenancy  of  this  site  from  the 
Seaton  Delaval  Estates.  The  occupants  are  all  members  of  the 
Caravan  Club  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland,  who  have 
the  exclusive  use.  The  sanitation  is  excellent. 

8.  BURNING  SPOILBANKS  AND  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  complaints  from  the  residents  in  respect  of  the 
burning  Spoilbank  at  East  Holywell  received  my  attention  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Seaton  Valley.  A  new  pump  and  extra  sprays 
were  being  fitted  to  minimise  the  effluvia  Y/hich  emanated  from 
this  large  Spoilbank. 

The  Algernon  Pit  Spoilbank,  Y/hich  I  see  most  days  of 
the  week,  shows  a  decided  improvement.

9.  BATHING-  POOLS. 

The  Table  Rocks  Bath  was  cleansed  during  the  Summer 
months  and  emptied.  It  was  necessary  during  the  Summer  for 
the  Cleansing  Staff  to  give  the  surrounds  of  this  pool  a  daily 
cleansing  to  prevent  orange  peel  and  other  pollution  entering 
same. 


A  scheme  was  presented  before  the  Council  to  extend 
the  Pool  and  modernise  the  facilities  for  cleansing  and 
chlorination  of  the  water.  This  scheme  is  highly  desirable 
and  should  incorporate  proper  lavatory  accommodation  for  each 
sex. 


The  cleansing  of  the  Paddling  Pool  was  checked  over 
and  no  complaints  7/ere  received.  The  Chlorination  apparatus 
was  working  and  liquid  "Chloros"  was  used  for  clearing  the 
scum  and  algae  off  the  bottom. 

1 0.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

These  are  inspected  daily  in  the  Summer  months  and 
bi-weekly  in  Winter. 

A  commencement  was  made  with  the  reconstruction  of 
Watts  Hoad  Conveniences  which,  I  hope,  will  be  completed  for 
Whitsuntide  1954*. 

Hot  water  7/as  fixed  in  the  Dukes  Walk  Conveniences. 

The  Panama  Gentlemen1  s  Conveniences  and  Central 
Conveniences  were  kept  open  for  the  benefit  of  the  residents. 

The  improvements  continue  and  the  Conveniences  in 
the  centre  of  the  town,  which  are  overdue  for  reconstruction, 
must  be  commenced  without  further  delay. 

11.  SCHOOLS. 

No  complaints  were  received  about  the  water  supply 
to  the  Schools  in  the  area.  Check  visits  were  made  to  the 
Conveniences.

The  Northumberland  County  Council,  through  the  Clinics, 
supply  a  large  number  of  baby  foods  in  this  district. 

(f)  Shellfish. 

The  amount  of  shellfish  sold  in  this  area  is  very  small. 
A  few  periv/inkles  were  sold  again  on  the  Bournemouth  car  park. 
Investigations  were  made  to  ascertain  the  source  of  supply  and 
after  some  difficulty  they  were  found  to  be  derived  from  Cambois. 
Samples  were  sent  from  the  Bedlington  Urban  District  Council  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  These  periwinkles  are  collected 
from  a  polluted  source,  according  to  the  information  received 
from  the  Bedlington  Urban  District  Council. 

Some  mussels  are  sold  for  bait.  These  are  purchased 
from  a  Wholesaler  in  North  Shields  and  some  come  from  Holy  Island. 
A  fey/  oysters  were  sold,  from  Dunn,  the  Fishmonger,  Whitley  Bay. 
These  pass  through  the  purification  plant  at  Whit  stable  and  are 
examined  very  closely.  Several  oysters  which  y/ere  "gaping”, 
knoy/n  as  "Gapers”,  were  tried  in  clear  cold  water  and  the  shells 
closed,  indicating  that  the  fish  were  not  dead.. 
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(g)  Crustaceans, 


In  the  main,  these  are  sold  from  stalls  on  Watts 
Slope  and  in  a  number  of  fish  shops  in  the  town.  The  large 
number  which  were  sold  from  Watts  Slope  were  caught  locally 
by  the  Cullercoats  fishermen,  boiled  and  sold  within  24  hours. 
These  crustaceans  were  subject  to  quite  a  large  amount  of 
inspection.  It  was  not  necessary  to  condemn  any  during  the 
year  from  the  stalls  on  Watts  Slope.  Quite  a  number  of  pink 
shrimps  were  sold  from  there  also  and  these  were  largely  of 
Norwegian  origin. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  number  of  animals  inspected  ante  and  post  mortem, 
together  with  carcases  and  offals  condemned  are  to  be  found  in 
the  accompanying  table.  All  animals  and  their  organs  are 
inspected  immediately  after  slaughter.

These  were  visited  by  myself  and  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  and,  on  enquiry,  it  v/as  found  in  one  case, 
that  of  a  girl,  the  suspected  cause  of  infection  was  a  portion 
of  trifle  eaten  by  the  girl  at  a  party  in  Gateshead  three  days 
previous  to  her  coming  to  Whitley  Bay.  In  the  other  case,  that 
of  a  man,  it  would  appear  that  ilJness  started  with  pains  in  the 
abdomen  after  eating  in  an  Arab  Eating  House  in  Beirut.  Faeces 
samples  were  taken  for  analysis  in  both  cases  until  they  were 
pronounced  clear.

A  further  decrease  in  the  cases  reported  during  1953? 
4-7  cases  as  against  66  in  1952,  a  reduction  of  19.  The  cases 
were  spread  about  the  district,  a  number  being  from  the  Bygate 
School*  On  the  “/hole,  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  a  decrease  of  one  in  the 
number  of  cases  which  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year,  there 
being  a  total  of  3  cases  as  against  4  in  1952.  The  face  and 
forehead  were  the  seats  of  infection.  The  case  rate  was  .09 
per  1,000  of  population. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  (Meningococcal) 

There  was  one  case  reported  to  me  during  the  year, 
notification  being  sent  from  the  Walkergate  Hospital.

There  was  a  great  reduction  of  cases  during  the  year, 
amounting  to  a  total  of  141,  namely,  168  cases  in  1953  as  against 
309  in  1 952.  The  incidence  rate  was  5*  22  as  against  9. 58  in 
1952.  The  cases,  in  the  main,  v/ere  of  a  mild  type. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  total  nurriber  of  cases  notified  and  recorded  was 
37,  a  decrease  of  37.  The  incidence  rate  was  1.15. 

Typhus  Fever. 

No  cases  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  reported  to  me  during 
the  year.  The  school  teacher  who  was  infected  in  1952  continues 
to  harbour  the  Salmonella  Typhimurium.  At  one  period  he  had 
three  negatives  and  the  fourth  produced  a  positive.  This 
situation  occurred  all  during  the  year  and  this  case  was  still 
positive  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

There  v/as  one  case  notified  during  the  year. 

Qpthaimia  Neonatorum. 

No  cases  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Respiratory  Diseases. 

Pneumonia.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Pneumonia  during  the  year,  there  being  30  cases  as 
against  13  in  1952.  The  case  rate  was  0  93  VeT  ^>000  of  pep- 


ulation.  The  number  of  deaths  was  5  as  against  7  in  1  952. 

Tuberculosis,  There  was  a  welcome  decrease  of  four 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  to  me  during  1953  by  Medical 
Practitioners  and  hospital  Superintendents,  These  were  registered 
in  the  card  index  as  42  cases  of  the  Pulmonary  type  and  4  of  the 
N on-Pulmonary  type. 

The  incidence  rate  of  all  types  of  this  disease  was 
1 , 43  per  1 , 000  of  population. 

Two  cases  died  during  the  year,  one  Pulmonary  and  the 
other  N on-Pulmonary,  The  mortality  rate  in  each  case,  therefore, 

was  .03  per  1,000  of  population. 

All  positive  bacteriological  reports  received  are 
followed  up  with  the  Medical  Practitioner.  This  system  works 
exceedingly  well.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  during 
the  year  for  non-notification  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  department  renders  every  assistance  to  the  relatives 
and  where  segregation  of  the  cases  in  the  home  is  difficult,  reports 
are  made  to  the  Housing  Committee  for  their  sympathetic  consideration 
of  these  cases.  Supplies  of  disinfectant  are  given  free  to  cases 
as  and  when  it  is  required.

It  was  not  found  necessary  under  the  above  section  to 
take  action  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  any  patient 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

Infectious  Diseases  -  Hospital  Treatment. 

The  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  area  make  the  fullest 
use  of  the  hospital  facilities  which  are  provided.  Cases  which 
needed  hospital  treatment  were  removed  quickly.  The  Ambulance 
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Service  drivers  are  most  helpful  and  we  have  a  very  good  working 
arrangement.  After  hours,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  deals  with 
cases  of  emergency,  notification  being  given  by  the  Ambulance  Station. 
Visitors  are  given  full  facilities  in  regard  to  removal  and  hospitals. 

Meteorology. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  18.91  inches.  This 
information  was  supplied  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  E.  Roberts. 

It  would  be  an  excellent  idea  for  the  hours  of  sunshine  to 
be  recorded  for  inclusion  in  this  report.

The  appropriate  Section  of  the  Factories  Acts  as  it 
affects  the  Public  Health  Department  is  carried  out  regularly  and 
two  and  three  visits  are  made. 

The  Bakeries  are  inspected  at  more  frequent  intervals. 
Attention  is  paid  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  sanitary  accommodation, 
the  screening  of  Ladies’  and  Centlemen’s  conveniences  and  the 
painting  and  lime-washing  of  the  premises. 

All  new  factories  are  checked  over  when  new  plans  are 
presented  to  the  Council,  In  respect  of  toilet  accommodation. 

The  registers  are  subjected  to  constant  revision  and  the 
necessary  alterations  made,  in  connection  with  the  change  of  users 
and  new  trades  are  notified  to  H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories.  A 
y/ork  place  register  is  also  kept. 
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The  following  tables  give  the  number  of  inspections 
which  were  made  by  the  staff  and  the  types  of  defects  f  ound  and 
remedied.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
AND  CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
■Whitley  Bay  Urban  District  Council,, 


May,  1954. 


Mr.  Chairmen,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


It  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  my  Annual 
Report.  This  covers  a  period  from  January  to  December,  1953? 
with  the  exception  of  the  details  relating  to  the  Public 
Cleansing  Services,  which  cover  the  period  from  1st  April, 

1953*  to  31st  March,  1954.  The  statistics  regarding  costings 
and  other  details  In  connection  with  these  Services  are  in¬ 
cluded  in  this  portion.  This  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance 
with  Circulars  42/51  and  1/54  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


The  year  has  been  one  of  great  activity  although  we 
were  without  an  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  for  two  months. 

A  number  of  reports  have  been  submitted  at  varying  periods  in 
connection  with  Housing,  Public  Conveniences  and,  a  comprehensive 
report  on  Slum  Clearance  was  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing- 
and  Local  Government,  giving  details  of  the  scheme  as  required 
by  that  Ministry.  Further  data  regarding  this  will  be  found 
under  the  section  on  Housing. 

Much  useful  work  has  been  carried  out  in  respect  of 
the  high  standard  necessary  in  licensed  premises.  Such  matters 
as  the  fitting  of  stainless  steel  sinks  with  the  special  ’Vantoc1 
Dispensers  for  sterilising  water  used,  in  washing  glasses  have 
received  attention. 


Considerable  work  has  been  carried  out  at  St.  Mary*  s 
Island  in  connection  with  drainage,  repairs  and  reconstruction. 

The  high  standard  of  work  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Department  has  been  maintained..  Supplies  are  flowing  more 
easily  and  we  are  receiving  a  better  type  of  material  than  in 
previous  years. 

Considerable  useful  work  has  been  commenced  and 
brought  to  a  successful  conclusion  in  one  of  the  large  hotels 
on  the  Promenade,  namely,  the  Rex  Hotel.  The  kitchen  facilities 
have  been  completely  modernised,  and  the  drainage,  lavatory  and 
bathroom  accommodation  have  been  brought  up  to  the  high  standard 
of  hygiene  required. 
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STAFF 

There  were  changes  in  the  Inspectorial  staff.  Mr. 

R.  W.  G-.  Sinclair,  the  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  obtained 
a  position  of  Sanitary  Surveyor  to  the  Norton  Urban  District 
Council  in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  He  severed  his 
connection  with  the  Department  sifter  four  years.  We  wish  him 
well  in  his  new  environment. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Valentine  was  appointed  to  the  vacant  position 
on  8th  June,  1953.  He  is  fitting  into  the  work  of  the  Department 
very  well.  He  is  conscientious  and  tactful  in  dealing  with  the 
members  of  the  public. 

The  change-over  naturally  caused  a  break  in  the  work 
of  the  department.  Nothing  was  allowed  to  be  missed,  although 
routine  inspections  suffered  slightly  during  the  interim  period. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  services  to  be  carried 
out  for  the  benefit  of  the  residents  and  ratepayers  in  the  area. 

It  is  a  highly  organised  service  and,  naturally,  the  Department 
comes  in  contact  with  each  householder  on  regular  days  and  times 
during  the  year. 

A  costing  return  was  introduced  during  the  year  and 
the  Council  figures  were,  in  fact,  cheaper  than  most  towns  of  the 
same  size  and  nature. 

The  organisation  was  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the 
use  of  rear  loading  vehicles  to  save  the  number  of  hauls  to  the 
disposal  point.  The  standard  of  sanitary  and  administrative 
efficiency  is  kept  up  to  the  highest  pitch,  and  this  efficiency 
is  borne  out  in  the  lower  costs  which  are  shown  in  the  various 
services,  despite  the  fact  that  increases  in  wages  to  the  staff 
seem  to  be  ever  recurring  at  various  times  of  the  year. 

Complaints  received  were  very  few  and  most  of  them  were 
due  to  people  not  placing  bins  in  position,  or  doors  being  locked 
when  the  dustmen  have  called. 

New  Byelaws  with  regard  to  the  removal  of  house  refuse 
were  put  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1953*  These  repealed 
the  Byelaws  which  were  made  in  1948.  A  Clause  was  incorporated 
in  the  new  Byelaws  which  states  that  it  is  an  offence  to  remove 
any  waste  paper  or  kitchen  waste.  This  has  proved  a  very  good 
Clause,  resulting  in  the  theft  of  kitchen  waste  being  almost  non¬ 
existent. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION", 


This  service,  which  is  one  of  the  most  vital  in  the 
Public  Health  Service,  must  be  up-to-date  and  free  from  any 
serious  complaints.  The  service  receives  my  daily  attention, 
and  regularly  each  week,  I  visit  the  refuse  collecting  teams 
on  house  refuse  and  shop  and  cafe  collection,  so  that  I  am 
au  fait  with  various  problems  which  arise  daily. 

It  is  very  necessary  to  make  complete  checks  with 
regard  to  the  amount  of  refuse  being  removed  from  each 
establishment  so  that  the  Trade  Refuse  Accounts  are  kept  in 
order. 

The  services  have  been  strictly  regular  during  the 
year  and  the  only  dislocation  occurred  during  Bank  Holidays. 
However,  the  arrears  amounting  to  3? 000  calls  were  brought  up 
to  the  normal  routine  collections.  Small  cards  are  still  left 
at  premises  where  a  bin  is  unobtainable.  This  gives  notice  to 
the  resident  or  householder  that  the  men  have  called  at  the 
regular  time. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Surveyor  will  have  the  ramp  to 
the  Shop  Promenade  strengthened  to  enable  the  waggon  to  collect 
the  refuse  quickly  from,  these  premises.  As  mentioned  in  my 
last  report,  it  is  most  important  that  garbage  of  this  nature 
be  removed  immediately  to  avoid  putref action. 

There  is  no  increase  in  the  number  of  staff  employed 
on  this  particular  service,  despite  the  fact  that  a  large  number 
of  new  Council  houses  and  private  houses  were  constructed  in  the 
area.  The  flats  in  the  district  are  bee  coming  more  numerous  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  to  deal  with  these  without  causing 
considerable  expense  to  the  Council  and  Ratepayers.  It  is  hoped 
that  some  attempt  will  be  made  by  the  occupants  of  Council  houses 
and  private  houses  to  reduce  the  hauls  of  the  dustbins  from  these 
particular  houses.  The  reduction  of  such  hauls  would  soon  have 
an  effect  on  the  Council*  s  Exchequer  and  it  is  surprising,  by 
judicious  planning  and  siting  of  dustbins,  what  money  can  be  saved 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Committee  and  residents. 

DUSTBIN  PROVISION. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  continue  to  provide  dustbins 
as  a  charge  against  the  rates,  despite  the  new  Private  Members 
Bill  which  came  into  force,  The  Local  Government  (Miscellaneous 
Provisions)  Act,  1953.  The  Health  Committee  and  Council  are  to 
be  congratulated  on  keeping  to  their  original  plan,  as  if  a  Clause 
in  the  new  Act  had  been  adapted,  we  would  never  have  been  out  of 
Court. 
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A  large  number  of  2  cubic  feel  bins  are  being  tried  and  they  are 
proving  most  popular.  The  total  number  of  bins  provided  "was 
679.  The  Builders  are  also  supplying  British  Standard  Specifi¬ 
cation  bins  now.  $e  have  been  able  to  reduce  the  number  of 
barrels  and  dilapidated  boxes  by  the  provision  of  the  Standard 
dustbin  after  an  interview  with  numerous  Shopkeepers  throughout 
the  area. 

The  Rex  Hotel. 

¥e  have  placed  a  trailer  in  position  which  handles  the 
numerous  dustbins,  which  amount  to  120  bins  per  week*  It  is 
hoped,  when  we  are  in  a  position,  that  suitable  refuse  containers 
will  be  provided  at  this  Hotel,  so  that  large  numbers  of  dustbins 
will  be  eliminated  altogether. 

A  number  of  wall  bins  have  been  removed  from  the  area 
on  the  installation  of  the  B.  S.  S.  type,  which  is  of  a  tapered 
design  and  has  saved  the  amount  of  spillages  in  the  streets. 

The  total  refuse  removed  from  all  premises  was  10,549 
tons  from  Whitley  Bay  and  796  tons  from  Seaton  Sluice  and  Old 
Hartley.  This  was  a  decrease  of  43&  tons  over  1952  and  1953. 

The  yield  of  refuse  is  set  out  in  tabular  form  which  is 
self -explanatory.

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The  various  weights  of  the  yields  from  houses  in  the 
area  and  other  debris  are  included.  Details  are  given  of  the 
amount  of  refuse  removed,  the  number  of  ashbins  emptied  and  the 
actual  weights  of  the  different  classes  of  debris,  together  with 
the  amount  of  street  sweepings.  All  this  is  weighed  at  the 
Weighbridge  so  that  the  costings  are  accurate. 

COLLECTION  OF  TRADE  AND  CAFE  DEFUSE. 

The  collection  of  refuse  from  shops,  houses,  cafes  and 
eating  houses  presents  rather  a  more  complex  problem  than  ordinary 
house  refuse.  The  bulkiness  of  the  refuse  from  the  business 
premises  and  the  refuse  from  the  cafes  and  similar  establishments, 
by  reason  of  the  restricted  accommodation  at  the  disposal  point 
needs  special  organisation  and  constant  supervision  to  ensure  that 
the  public  health  is  safeguarded. 

The  problem  of  the  refuse  from  the  beach  and  shops  let 
by  the  Council  is  overcome  by  dai?_y  collections  in  the  summer  period. 
It  was  necessary  to  collect  the  refuse  from  these  premises  on  two 
Sundays  in  July  and  August.  It  is  only  by  this  method  that  the 
premises,  which  have  congested  storage  space,  are  kept  clear. 

A  census  check  is  carried  out  by  me  at  frequent  intervals 
to  see  that  the  excess  refuse  is  paid  for.  The  Foremen  appear  to 
be  at  some  disadvantage  with  this  problem  and  do  not  appear  to  be 
able  to  differentiate  between  household  and  trade  refuse. 


A  full  working  list  is  given  and  daily  numbers  of  bins 
removed  are  carefully  checked  against  the  last  figures  on  which  all 
contracts  are  based.  Salvage  containing  no  ashes  is  removed  free. 


The  cost  of  this  service  is  very  much  higher  owing  to  the 
slowness  of  loading  and  the  light  v/eight  carried  to  the  disposal 
point.  The  amount  received  for  this  service  was  £288.10,  0.  This 
is  higher  than  the  previous  year,  consequent  upon  a  close  daily 
scrutiny  of  the  loading  sheets  being  kept  by  your  Official.  The 
amount  of  the  increase  was  £24. 15.  1. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL  BY  CONTROLLED  TIPPING 


The  disposal  of  the  town’s  refuse  is  a  problem  of  the 
first  magnitude  and  it  is  desirable  that  this  project  must  be  based 
on  sound  engineering  lines.  Ordinary  tipping  is  the  haphazard 
depositing  of  refuse  without  any  control  whatsoever,  causing  nuisances 
from  fire  dust  and  unpleasant  occurs. 


The  controlled  tipping  method  of  disposing  of  household 
refuse  and  some  trade  refuse  and  taking  the  precautions  to  ensure 
slow  and  natural  fermentations  under  the  action  of  those  heat- 
producing  organisms,  provided  by  the  putrescent  constituent  of  such 
refuse. 
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WEIGHTS  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE,  TRADE  REFUSE  AND  STREET  SWEEPINGS.

The  facilities  for  disposal  for  the  majority  of  the 
refuse  produced  in  the  households  is  at  the  Brier  Done  Site. 

Some  disturbance  was  caused  by  the  contractor  extending  the 
culvert  and  then  again  by  the  contractor  who  increased  the 
capacity  of  the  sewer,  which  \yas  completed  about  years  over¬ 
due,  leaving  the  tip  in  a  most  deplorable  condition.  The  whole, 
of  the  tip  had  to  be  set  out  in  proper  levels  and  proper  con¬ 
solidation  carried  out.  Constant  supervision  has  to  be  given 
to  this  work  to  prevent  nuisances  from  blown  paper  during  windy 
weather  festooning  the  hedges  and  fences.  A  workman  was  engaged 
at  weekends  to  prevent  damage  to  the  baling  hut  and  tip  sides. 

The  sealing  of  the  terraces  was  carried  out  with  black 
ash  to  present  a  more  finished  appearance,  but  after  October,  the 
inert  ash  was  used  for  this-  purpose. 

The  staff  was  reduced  from  four  to  three  and  a  leading 
hand  placed  in  charge  as  an  experiment  to  increase  the  output  of 
paper  and  reduce  the  baling  and  disposal  costs.  This  reorgan¬ 
isation  v/as  proving  successful. 

I  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  and  Council 
to  the  need  for  tarmacadam  tracks  to  be  laid  2  feet  6  inches  wide 
on  the  road  from  Deneholm  to  the  tip  gates.  This  could  be  done 
in  stages  and  would  save  continual  repair  of  the  road  and  allow 
vehicles  to  travel  faster.  I  commend  this  to  your  notice. 

The  total  of  house  and  trade  refuse  disposed  of,  together 
with  about  700  tons  of  debris  and  trade  refuse,  brought  in  by  traders, 
builders  and  highways  department  waggons,  was  12,263  tons  10  cwfcs. 

The  tip  at  Seaton  Sluice  is  used  for  the  reception  of 
refuse  from  the  Seaton  Sluice  and  Hartley  area,  consisting  in  the 
main  of  heavy  ash.  This  disposal  point  was  trimmed  over  and  sealed 
on  several  occasions  to  prevent  offence  and  nuisance  from  blown 

•Am 

paper.  Constant  instructions  are  given  to  Foremen  to  check  this 
over  and  I  check  it  at  regular  intervals. 

TIPPING-  OF  TERRACES  ON  FOOTBALL  FIELD. 

In  accordance  with  the  Council  s  instructions  terraces 
were  tipped  on  the  Whitley  Athletic.  Football  Ground  at  Hill  Heads. 
This  ground  belongs  to  the  Council.  The  terraces  were  tipped 
about  twelve  feet  high  and  rolled  with  the  Bulldozer  and  properly 
consolidated.  In  certain  instances,  builders’  rubbish  and  debris 
were  mixed  with  household  refuse  to  provide  surface  water  drainage 
to  the  terracing.  The  idea  of  this  is  to  have  it  well  consolidated, 
allow  the  refuse  to  become  inert,  then  form  sleeper  terraces  to 
give  the  spectators  a  better  view  of  the  game.  All  the  back  of 
the  stand  was  consolidated  and  failed  up  to  enable  the  spectators 
to  move  round  to  the  various  parts  of  we  field. 


A  total  of  2,785  tons  of  house  and  trade  refuse, 
together  with  700  tons  of  builders’  refuse  and  other  debris 
were  tipped.  Operations  were  started  on  28th  May,  1953  and 
by  3^d  September,  1953?  were  almost  complete.  At  some  of  the 
matches,  spectators  were  standing  on  ground  which  had  been 
tipped  only  two  hours  previously  and  they  were  unaware  of  this 
fact.  A  new  stand  has  been  erected,  and  terraced  and  all. that 
remains  is  for  the  Football  Club  to  provide  the  sleepers  for 
further  terracing.  The  ground  will  hold  between  ten  and  twelve 
thousand,  although  to  date,  the  biggest  gate  has  been  3? 500 
and  the  field  was  not  half  full. 

THE  UTILISATION  OF  REFUSE. 

Despite  the  fall  in  the  market  of  recovered  residuals 
from  the  refuse,  your  department  carried  out  the  utilisation  of 
refuse  with  the  same  vigour.  Many  authorities  in  the  North-East 
area  gave  up  salvage  operations  and  refused  to  handle  salvage  in 
any  f  om. 


The  price  of  paper  dropped  to  £6. 10.  0.  per  ton  for  mixed 
waste,  but  knowing  the  market,  I  had  the  newspaper  and  cardboard 
segregated  and  baled  separately,  receiving  over  £9.  0.  0.  per  ton 
f or  this  type  of  material. 

The  segregation  of  tins  and  galvanised,  containers  from 
the  tip  face  and  rags,  bagging,  etc.  ,  proved  a  useful  source  of 
revenue. 


Constant  supervision  is  maintained  and  frequent  visits 
made  to  the  tip  to  see  that  all  saleable  articles  are  being  re¬ 
covered.  Too  much  paper  is  being  thrown  into  the  dustbin,  despite 
the  fact  that  a  great  number  of  residents  still  help  the  department. 

The  revenue  received  will  be  found  on  Page  44. 

The  two  graphs  are  set  cut  f  or  your  perusal  and  if  I  may 
be  permitted  to  say  so,  the  disposal  of  refuse  has  been  covered  by 
the  sale  of  residuals  recovered  from  the  refuse,  exclusive  of 
culvert  loan  charges.  In  short,  we  have  covered  the  disposal  by 
the  sale  of  articles  thrown  away  by  the  residents. 

TRANSPORT, 


The  hygienic  condition  of  the  vehicles  and  their  smart 
appearance  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Department,  which  I  think  is 
most  essential  in  a  district  of  this  type.

from  Morecambe  Corporation  has  proved  a  very  useful  asset  for 
swill  collection  and  removal  of  surplus  refuse. 

The  Bedford  machine  has  been  maintained  in  good  order 
and  is  used  for  manure  removal,  also  loading  of  ashes  from  the 
Laundries. 


A  new  Ford  10  cut.  vehicle  'was  put  into  service  for  the 
Foreman  for  delivering  ashbins,  collecting  refuse  from  ashbins 
which  had  been  missed,  taking  tip  staff  to  the  disposal  site  and 
in  the  Summer,  removing  debris  from  the  sands. 

No  start  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  new 
garage.  The  chimney  was  felled  in  Tecember  as  a  preliminary, 

I  hope,  to  the  commencement  of  a  new  garage  with  ancillary 
buildings  for  housing  the  vehicles,  to  be  completed  in  1954. 

I  would  plead  with  the  Committee  and  Council  for  an  early  start 
to  get  all  our  vehicles  under  cover,  as  this  work  is  long  overdue. 

REPAIRS. 


Maintenance  work  is  carried  out  regularly.  I  inaugurated 
a  new  system  during  October.  Each  Thursday  afternoon  a  vehicle  is 
brought  in  for  greasing  and  general  maintenance  so  that  any  small 
defect  can  be  remedied.  This  system  also  obviates  overtime  on 
Saturdays  and  is  proving  highly  satisfactory. 

The  tractor  was  completely  overhauled  including  the 
re  lining  of  the  engine  and  this  vehicle  is  checked  over  weekly. 

I  believe  in  good  maintenance  being  the  essence  of 

economy. 


The  cramped  nature  of  the  garage  makes  repair  work 
difficult  and  the  wet  weather  leaves  part  of  the  building  in  a  damp 
condition. 

STREET  CLEANSING. 

There  was  a  reorganisation  of  part  of  the  area  from  the 
orderly  system  to  gang  sweeping  with  a  pedestrian  controlled  electric 
orderly  vehicle.  Two  sweepers  and  driver  ’picker-up’  form  the 
team.  This  system  abolished  Two  depots  which  were  on  a  rental 
basis  and  also  saved  transport.  The  whole  of  Monkseaton  was 
cleansed  thoroughly  Twice  per  week  and  by  the  redundancy  of  the 
depots,  15s.  per  v/eek  was  saved.  The  main  roads  were  swept  daily, 
effecting  a  much  higher  degree  of  cleanliness  than  hitherto. 


Tvo  of  the  old  sweepers,  namely,  Ja  Leeming  and  C.  hie  si  op, 
two  excellent  employees,  reached  retiring  age  during  the  year  and 
they  were  not  replaced. 


I  recommend  that  two  additional  electric  orderly  harrows 
he  purchased  and  further  economies  will  accrue.  It  will  also  he 
easier  for  the  staff,  as  the  heavier  hand  harrows  will  he  dispensed 
with  and  steep  inclines  will  not  he  felt.  This  factor  has  already 
heen  demonstrated  during  the  use  of  the  present  vehicle. 


The  department  was  heavily  taxed  during  July  and  August 
owing  to  the  large  influx  of  visitors.  To  deal  with  the  dehris  and 
litter  left,  cleansing  commenced  at  6.15  a.  m.  and  6.30  a.  m. 


The  Committee  considered  a  report  from  me  on  the  question 
of  dealing  with  litter  and  it  was  decided  to  ask  the  Police  to  enforce 
the  hyelaws  against  TLagrant  offenders.  Extra  litter  hins  were  pro¬ 
vided,  hut  another  fifty  to  sixty  are  still  required  for  the  husy 
shopping  centres. 


It  would  appear  that  the  number  of  people  visiting  the 
area  increased  considerably  during  the  season. 

A  new  type  of  brush  was  tried  out  which  gave  better  service 
and  has  a  longer  life  than  previous  types.  They  were  a  little  more 
costly  to  purchase,  hut  proved  more  economical,  giving  a  longer  period 
of  service. 


The  type  of  labour  is  hardly  up  to  our  mrevious  standards 

O  J.  J-  -L 

and  the  mechanisation  of  the  service  whenever  possible  Is  the  only 
solution  to  retain  the  highest  degree  of  cleanliness  in  the  district. 
Continual  inspections  are  made  by  me  personally  to  the  various  parts 
of  the.  area  daily.

The  provision  of  clothing  for  the  outside  staff  was  carried 
out,  including  the  inauguration  of  donkey  jackets  for  the  dustbin 
loaders.  The  provision  of  berets  instead  of  peaked  caps  was  not  a 
success  and  this  will  he  discontinued  in  future.  The  outside  staff 
are  clothed  much  above  the  average  of  those  employed  in  neighbouring

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STREET  WASHING,  DISTOFECTING  AND  TEE  REMOVAL 

OP  STREET  GULLY  DEBRIS. 

The  cleansing  of  the  gullies  in  the  area  is  carried 
out  regularly  and  they  axe  sealed  with  disinfectant.  In  stormy 
weather  the  street  orderlies  are  organised  to  release  any 
gullies  which  are  choked  and  causing  flooding.  The  mechanical 
gully  emptier  is  capable  of  emptying  150  to  175  gullies  per  day, 
depending  on  the  size  of  such  receptacle. 

The  total  number  of  gullies  cleansed  by  mechanical 
means  was  3,959  and  the  total  cleansed  by  hand  operated  methods 
was  303. 

The  cost  per  gully  was  .  Is.  3xd. 

The  cost  per  1,000  gullies  was  ...  £56. 

The  washing  and  scouring  of  the  streets  were  carried 
out  from  April  to  the  end  of  September,  which  included  the 
washing  down  of  the  main  streets  and  Promenades  on  Sunday 
mornings.  The  heavy  scouring  duck  foot  jets  moved  the  debris 
from  the  channels.  The  machine  is  capable  of  doing  the  work 
of  four  men  besides  the  general  speeding  up  of  the  work. 

The  summer  visitors  y/ere  very  complimentary  in  their 
remarks  about  the  diluted  disinfectant  being  spread  and  flushed 
about  the  main  thoroughfares.  The  public  health  aspect  has  a 
great  psychological  affect  on  the  general  public.  The  air  was 
also  charged  with  diluted  Ore  sols  creating  a  pleasant  and  in¬ 
vigorating  atmosphere. 

The  total  gallons  of  diluted  disinfectant  spread  was 
181,500  and  the  approximate  cost,  as  separate  from  gully  emptying, 
was  £72.10.  0. 


THE  EMPTYING  OF  CESSPOOL  AND  SEPTIC  TANKS. 

It  was  only  found  necessary  to  empty  the  septic  tank 
and  lower  the  cesspool  at  Earsdon  Grange  Farm.  It  is  hoped  to 
have  these  drains  connected  into  the  sewer  and  the  tanks  abolished. 

No  requests  were  received  to  empty  the  septic  tank  at 
Crowhall  Farm.  The  cesspool  at  Murton  Steads  was  converted  into 
a  septic  tank  with  sufficient  sub-soil  drainage. 


ICE  HAZARDS. 


The  varying  types  of  ice  control  need  immediate  action 
and  classified  practices  must  be  put  into  operation  when  atmospheric 
conditions  demand  quick  action. 

Wq  have  contacts  from  the  Meteorological  Office  with  regard 
to  snow  falls,  hut  it  should  he  extended  to  severe  frosty  weather 
when  severe  frosts  are  likely  to  take  place. 

The  use  of  abrasives  plus  chlorides  is  the  most  popular 
method.  The  main  object  is  to  keep  the  traffic  moving  in  and  out 
of  the  town  and  reducing  the  number  of  traffic  delays. 

The  bunkers  are  always  kept  full  of  ashes,  grit,  sand, 
pea  gravel  and  sea  sand,  so  any  immediate  changes  in  the  weather  can 
be  taken  care  of  without  delay.  The  numerous  grit  bins  are  filled 
in  the  various  parts  of  the  area  and  eight  new  concrete  bins  were 
erected  at  dangerous  corners.  This  type  of  receptacle  will  supersede 
the  metal  bins,  as  they  need  less  maintenance  and  stand  up  to  more 
abuse. 


Pour  gritters  were  placed  in  the  yard  f  or  attaching  to  the 
different  waggons.  The  gritters  are  strong  and  will  stand  up  to 
high  speeds,  although  in  the  populated  areas,  about  12  miles  per  hour 
are  maintained  on  account  of  the  large  width  of  spread. 

I  have  one  criticism  to  make  and  that  is  the  laborious 
method  of  loading  waggons  with  shovels.  Hand  filling  is  very  much 
out  of  date  and  in  the  erection  of  the  Cleansing  G-arage,  the  use  of 
a  pit  elevator  and  two  hoppers,  each  capable  of  holding  forty  tons 
of  mixed  materials,  should  be  built  with  special  feed  into  the  waggons, 
to  load  within  four  minutes.  This  would  enable  the  waggons  to  cover 
the  area  in  about  half  the  period,  it  now  takes  and  reduce  the  cost  by 
at  least  one  half.  I  have  gone  into  this  matter  very  carefully  and 
I  have  plans  of  such  an  installation  which  is  neat  and  highly  effective.

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SNOW  REMOVAL. 

Very  little  snow  fell  in  1953,  the  main  hulk  of  snow- 
being  in  1954  and  this  is  included  in  this  report,  on  account  of 
the  financial  statistics,  which  cover  the  period  from  1st  April, 
1953  to  31st  March,  1954.  The  main  snow  falls .  occurred  in 
February,  1954  and  it  wras  necessary  to  use  snow  ploughs  on  the 
Sunday  night  and  also  through  the  day.  This  happened  on  three 
weekends.  The  whole  of  the  streets  in  the  area  were  ploughed 
out  to  enable  vehicles  to  move  freely  and  allow  the  milk  supplies 
and  Grocers1  carts  to  reach  the  houses.  All  the  main  thorough¬ 
fares  v/ere  ploughed  out  and  the  bus  routes  ploughed,  gritted  and 
salted  where  necessary.  Sven  all  the  small  suburban  streets 
were  ploughed  out.  The  footpath  plough  was  placed  into  operation 
and  most  of  the  main  street  footpaths  were  ploughed  out,  including 
the  shop  thoroughfare. 

The  use  of  the  footpath  plough  has  saved  a  vast  amount 
of  money  and  enabled  pedestrians  to  get  around  easily.  Another 
small  plough  was  purchased  for  fitting  to  the  hired  tractor. 

This  will  be  placed  in  operation  if  any  future  operations  are 
necessary.  The  Bedford  vehicles  were  pressed  into  service  as 
well,  with  heavy  ploughs,  and  they  did  the  work  very  well  indeed. 

A  number  of  men  were  taken  over  from  the  Surveyor ’s 
Department  and  organised  into  gangs,  with  a  Cleansing  employee 
in  charge  to  keep  the  job  moving.  The  Surveyor’s  rolling  stock 
was  taken  over  and  put  to  immediate  use  on  the  main  thoroughfares, 
together  with  Highways  transport  and  the  Department’s  refuse 
vehicles.  The  Electric  Barrow  proved  itself  very  useful  for 
gritting  and  the  transport  of  salt,  being  able  to  carry  approx¬ 
imately  15  cwts.  ,  and  the  three  men  employed  in  conjunction  with 
the  Barrow,  covered  the  work  of  four  or  five  men  with  ordinary 
hand  barrows.  This  was  fed  without  going  back  to  the  Depot  by 
one  of  the  small  removal  vehicles  and  the  main  thoroughf ares  to 
the  Raiiway  stations  were  treated  regularly  and  the  Bus  Stations 
were  ploughed  to  allow  the  residents  working  in  Newcastle  to 
obtain  their  transport,  without  too  much  difficulty. 

Continuous  frost  at  night  had  to  be  dealt  with,  as  it 
was  freezing  the  snow.  However,  this  was  overcome  by  the  copious 
use  of  salt  and  the  residents  appeared  to  be  well  satisfied  with 
the  progress  which  was  made.  It  ms  essential  to  keep  in  constant 
touch  with  the  work  in  progress  to  see  that  the  thoroughfares  we  re 
properly  cleansed  and  the  snow  removed  in  the  shortest  possible 
time.  The  snow  chute  opposite  the  Rex  Hotel  was  put  into 
operation  and  the  tip  at  Hill  Heads  were  the  main  focal  points 
for  the  disposal  of  the  snow.  It  is  estiimted  that  between 
4,000  and  5,000  tons  of  snow  were  removed  and  in  certain  cases, 
up  to  sixteen  loads  a  day,  by  vehicles  and  the  remainder  was 
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thawed  by  the  use  of  heavy  quantities  of  salt. 

No  damage  to  the  concrete  roads  was  observed  after 
close  scrutiny.  It  was  unnecessary  to  hire  any  additional 
labour  from  the  Employment  Exchange,  although  all  arrangements 
were  made  to  take  over  Builders  with  their  men  should  the 
necessity  have  arisen. 

THE  CLEANSING  OF  THE  FORESHORE. 

This  onerous  task  is  carried  out  for  the  Committee 
who  control  this  section  of  the  Council’s  activities.  The 
magnitude  of  this  task  should  not  be  underestimated  and  if  it 
were  not  for  my  constant  supervision  of  detail  and  observation 
of  the  crowds  to  economise  in  the  amount  of  labour  required,  a 
good  deal  more  money  would  have  to  be  expended  on  this  cleansing. 

The  whole  of  the  sands,  when  the  tides  are  at  their 
lowest,  have  to  be  hand  picked  and  the  dragging  of  the  bag  and 
walking  in  loose,  fine  sand,  is  not  an  easy  task. 

Extra  men,  together  with  from  f our  to  eight  dust 
loaders,  had  to  be  employed  in  the  early  morning  to  remove  debris, 
which  consisted  of  all  types  of  refuse  -  bottles  by  the  hundreds, 
thousands  of  cartons,  bags,  papers,  old  sandwiches  and  every  other 
piece  of  litter  which  one  cares  to  conceive.  Large,  forty  gallon 
receptacles  were  placed  for  the  reception  of  debris.  The  use  of 

these  was  not  a  quarter  of  what  it  should  have  been.  The  Council 

should  institute  fines  f or  flagrant  offences  and  It  is  hoped  that 
some  cases  will  steady  the  increase  of  litter  on  the  sands.  In 
some  weeks  in  July,  twelve  tons  of  litter  we  re  removed  and  two 
refuse,  collectors  of  ten  cubic  yard  capacity  were  loaded  after  a 
fine  weekend.  Cleansing  is  carried  out  seven  days  per  wee k. 

REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  FROM  THE  LINKS  AND  OPEN  SPACES. 

The  eighty  acres  of  Open  Spaces  situated  on  the  sea 
front  are  cleansed  each  day  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning,  so 
that  these  green  open  spaces  present  sweetness,  after  the  littering 
by  day  trippers  with  little  or  no  responsibility  for  the  eye. 

It  is  a  common  occurrence  for  these  litter  louts  to  have 
a  meal  against  a  litter  bin  and  still  3-eave  paper,  old  bread  and 
bottles  lying  around.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  we  rival  Southend 
as  the  worst  litter  town  in  the  numerous  seaside  resorts.  We  have 
no  warning  notices  on  these  open  spaces,  although  I  have  asked  for 
these  for  at  least  three  years.  This  is  a  matter  v/hich  should  be 
rectified  for  the  1954  season,  together  with  some  action  on  the 
litter  bye-laws,  which  is  overdue.  The  use  of  an  Electric  Orderly 
is  desirable  for  the  cleansing  of  Parks  and  G-a: miens. 
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The  Panama  Gardens,  Brook  Street ,  and  Windsor  Crescent 
enclosures  are  kept  clear  of  debris  and  the  enclosures  and  green 
sward  where  the  Punch  and  Judy  shows  take  place.  The  footpaths 
are  cleansed  daily  of  sand  and  dog  excretions.  The  number  of 
dogs  without  owners  which  roam  these  spaces  and  defile  them  is 
increasing.  Many  of  these  have  no  collars  or  identity  discs. 

A  police  drive  or  the  inauguration  of  a  dog  catching  service 
for  animals  found  on  the  open  spaces,  as  used  in  other  countries, 
would  soon  reduce  the  number  of  dogs  and  the  nuisances  they 
cause  in  these  enclosures.  Further  receptacles  are  necessary 
for  the  enclosures  at  Windsor  Crescent. 

CLEANSING  OF  SOUTHERN  PROMENADE  AND  TABLE  ROCKS. 

This  is  another  service  which  has  been  placed  on  the 
Cleansing  Department.  There  are  no  storage  facilities  and  the 
sand  pit  needs  constant  attention  each  day  in  the  summer  months. 
Storage  is  required  for  receptacles  to  receive  the  litter  and 
papers  from  the  litter  baskets. 

The  surrounds  of  the  Table  Rocks  Bath  became  so  filthy 
with  papers  and  other  litter,  that  I  had  to  organise  a  service 
to  prevent  the  pollution  of  the  bath  and  from  an  aesthetic  point 
of  view. 

It  is  most  essential  that  when  amenities  on  the  sea 
front  are  planned,  facilities  for  the  storage  of  litter  and 
easy  access  to  same  for  quick  removal,  should  be  incorporated. 

THE  ADMINISTRATION  MD  CONTROL  OF  PUBLIC  COITVENIMCES. 

The  administration  of  the  Public  Conveniences  in  the 
area  rests  in  the  control  of  the  Health  Committee  and  your  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  Cleansing  Superintendent. 

The  increase  in  modern  practice  and  the  prevision  of 
up-to-date  facilities  are  gradually  being  pushed  forward.  It 
is  of  some  regret  that  I  did  not  have  the  control  of  these  public 
amenities  when  materials  were  cheaper.  However,  a  very  high 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  public  service  is  being  obtained. 

I  compiled  a  full  instructive  booklet  on  the  duties  of  attendants 
with  directions  to  deal  with  emergencies  which  will  be  put  into 
operation  in  1 954. 

The  provision  of  a  cage  turnstile  at  Panama  was  made 
owing  to  the  failure  of  the  existing  type.  The  turnstiles 
ordered  for  the  Central  Promenade  were  not  delivered  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 
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Hot  water  was  provided  in  the  Ladies'  and  Gentlemen' s 
wash  up  rooms  at  Duke's  Walk*  This  is  a  long  awaited  facility 
and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  residents  and  visitors  of  both 
sexes. 


It  is  with  pleasure  I  have  to  report  the  commencement 
of  the  complete  rehabilitation  of  the  Watts  Road  Conveniences 
which,  from  an  administrative  and  public  health  point  of  view, 
was  long  overdue.  The  fittings  for  this  Convenience  have  been 
specified  by  the  Health  Department. 

The  abolishing  of  lift  up  seats  to  the  basins  in  both 
cubicles  to  prevent  fouling  has  been  insisted  upon,  also  a  special 
type  of  basin.  The  flushing  arrangements  have  been  selected  on 
the  continuous  system.  The  Tynemouth  Corporation  Water  Conpany 
would  not  agree  to  the  Hydrus  Valve,  saying  that  the  water  was 
liable  to  pollution,  which  is  a  travesty  of  the  facts.  Scarborough 
Corporation,  The  County  Borough  of  Blackpool,  the  Fylde  Water  Board 
and  Manchester  Corporation  allow  this,  also  the  Doulton  Special 
Flushing  Valve.  I  may  say  that  these  Authorities  are  much  larger 
Water  Authorities  than  ours. 

The  cost  of  rebuilding  Watts  Road  is  over  £21  ,000.  It 
will  be  fitted  with  double  turnstiles  and  the  whole  of  the  services 
can  be  supervised  by  the  attendants  from  the  room  which  has  been  so 
designed  to  give  sight  of  all  the  facilities.  The  wall  surfaces 
will  be  Vitrolite  with  borders  probably  Turquoise  Blue,  Cream  and 
Black.  The  washing  facilities  will  be  revolutionised  and  press 
soap  dispensers  provided  to  maintain  complete  hygiene. 

It  is  hoped  the  year  1 954  will  see  the  removal  of  the 
most  insanitary  Gentlemen's  Conveniences  in  the  town,  next  to  the 
Victoria  Hotel.  The  Health  Committee  are  pressing  the  Surveyor 
to  erect  the  type  of  Convenience  approved  in  1952,  now  that  the 
future  of  the  buildings  has  been  decided.  I  trust  the  Committee 
will  continue  to  press  for  this  improvement  and  remove  this  in¬ 
adequate  and  out-dated  monstrosity  from  our  midst. 

The  new  conveniences  at  the  Miniature  Golf  Course  were 
approved,  but  work  was  held  up  on  account  of  obtaining  the  permission 
to  proceed  from  the  Right  Honourable  Major  Astley.  It  Is  essential 
that  a  Public  Convenience  be  erected  for  the  2,000  people  who  use 
this  Course  daily  and  also  for  the  people  who  pass  on  the  road  uo 
St.  Mary's  Island. 

I  would  point  out  that  the  revenue  from  the  Central 
Promenade  Conveniences  was  higher  than  that  from  Watts  Road  on 
some  occasions. 
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The  Surveyor  was  asked  to  make  a  report  on  the  dilapidated 
Conveniences  in  S outer  Park  to  which  I  drew  attention  in  my  1952 
Report.  This  report  is  awaited  with  interest. 

The  Southern  Promenade  Conveniences  are  becoming  steadily 
worse  and  the  provision  of  the  new  Conveniences  should  be  undertaken 
as  soon  as  possible.  The  Conveniences  were  badly  damaged  during 
the  storm  in  January,  1953  and  are  subject  to  flooding  in  heavy 
storms.  They  require  resetting  in  the  open  above  storm  level. 

The  number  of  people  frequenting  this  Promenade  warrants  an  up-to- 
date  Convenience. 

St.  Mary* s  Island  Conveniences  are  in'  need  of  extension 
as  they  are  on  the  small  side  in  view  of  the  crowds  who  visit  the 
Island.  The  urinal  accommodation,  particularly,  should  be  extended 
along  the  wall.  Defects  were  found  in  the  outfall  and  these  were 
repaired.  The  outfall  needs  extension  owing  to  the  extra  sewage 
from  the  Trinity  House  buildings  discharging  into  the  source  outfall. 
A  bend  is  required  to  discharge  into  deeper  water. 

The  Old  Hartley  Conveniences  were  due  for  renovation,  but 
this  work  had  not  been  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  These 
Conveniences  are  attended  to  daily  and  there  was  no  cause  for 
complaint. 


The  Conveniences  at  Seaton  Sluice  were  cleansed  and 
checked  over  daily  by  a  part-time  attendant.  The  window  space  is 
insufficient  and  tends  to  make  both  the  Ladies*  and  Gentlemens 
premises  dark. 

The  revenue  was  up  to  expectation,  approximately  £289.  3.11, 
above  the  estimates,  notwithstanding  the  short  season  we  experienced. 
A  saving  was  also  made  in  the  cost  of  maintenance.  Special  ladders 
were  purchased  at  the  end  of  the  year  with  platforms,  incorporated 
for  all  the  larger  type  of  Convenience,  so  that  the  ceilings  and 
windows  could  be  cleansed. 

UNIT  COSTINGS. 

A  new  costing  return  introduced  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  was  received,  duly  completed  and 
returned. 

Labour  costs  are  the  most  serious  item  of  any  Department 
at  the  present  time.  Every  service  is  costed  and  by  this  means 
all  expenditure  can  be  carefully  checked.  The  costs  of  the 
services  are  much  below  the  adjoining  areas,  many  of  which  have 
no  proper  weighing  facilities,  but  as  we  have  these,  our  costs 
are  accurate. 
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For  the  interest  of  the  Committee  and  Council  I  append 
figures  from  the  Public  Cleansing  Costing  Report  issued  hy  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  A  comparison  has  heen 
drawn  in  this  table  between  the  costs  of  the  average  for  other 
towns  in  the  adjoining  area  and  those  for  our  own  town  of  Whitley 
Bay  for  the  year  1952/53.

Wage  sheets  of  all  employees  are  checked  by  me  each 
week  and  most  of  the  allocation  numbers  are  detailed  on  the 
sheets.  The  actual  wages  earned  are  inserted  by  the  Chief 
Clerk  and  are  then  agreed  to  by  me  after  perusal.  All  sick¬ 
ness  notes  are  checked. 

The  most  essential  services  on  the  Council  are  run  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  which  must  proceed  when  other  services 
may  be  delayed.  This  is  apt  to  be  forgotten. 

Pull  details  of  the  costings  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendices  itemised  at  the  end  of  the  report  under  Cleansing 
Services. 


POOD  SUPPLY  -  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION, 

The  food  supply  of  any  area  is  a  very  important  part  of 
the  duties  of  the  staff  of  your  Health  Department.  This  service 
is  not  performed  in  the  ordinary  recognised  office  hours.  Con¬ 
siderable  extra  time  is  worked  to  ensure  both  residents  and  visitors 
to  the  district  have  their  food  supply  free  from  disease  organisms. 
Thorough  inspections  of  food  premises  of  all  descriptions  are 
carried  out  at  all  times  of  the  day  and,  in  some  cases,  at  night. 

We  aim  at  the  highest  standard. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  approximate  average  daily  consumption  per  head  of 
population  is  .51.  In  1931?  the  consumption  was  about  .3  of  a 
pint  per  head.  This  has  shown  a  general  increase  since  1939  and 
has  continued  to  show  an  upward  trend  until  1952  when  it  was  some¬ 
what  static. 

The  Weights  and  Measures  Department  of  the  County  Council 
of  Northumberland  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the  minimum  standard 
for  milk  and  other  Pood  and  Drugs, 

For  the  interest  of  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
the  minimum  standard  as  laid  down  by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations, 

1  939,  is  three  per  cent,  of  milk  fat,  and.  8.5  per  cent,  of  milk 
solids,  other  than  milk  fat. 

Milk  samples  were  taken  by  the  members  of  the  Health 
Department,  the  bulk  of  which  were  taken  by  your  Chief  Inspector. 

A  total  of  over  two  hundred  were  taken  for  submission  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  to  ascertain  whether  milk  is  infected  with  disease, 
and  whether  samples  of  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  have  been  adequately 
treated  with  heat  to  destroy  the  organisms  of  the  pathogenic  organisms.

All  designated  milks  which  are  sold  subject  to  the 
necessary  licences  must  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Milk  (Special  De  signation)  Regulations. 

On  2nd  December,  1  953?  the  area  of  Whitley  Bay  was 
included  in  a  scheduled  area  which  prohibited  the  sale  of  ordinary 
raw  milk  (Milk  (Special  Designation)  Specified  Areas  Order). 
Support  was  given  to  this  earlier  in  the  year  by  the  Committee  and 
Council. 


The  quality  of  the  milk  supply  of  this  district  compares 
favourably  with  the  other  areas  in  the  County.  The  production  of 
milk  as  regards  its  cleanliness,  sampled  at  the  Creamery  before 
treatment,  leaves  something  to  be  desired.  The  results  of  these 
samples  will  be  found  in  the  tables  under  the  various  headings. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken- 
under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  to  remove  any  person  from  the  Register. 
A  large  number  of  Dairies  are  provided  with  refrigerators  now  for 
the  storage  of  milk  to  prevent  souring. 

The  number  of  dairymen  with  premises  situated  in  ad¬ 
joining  districts  and  delivering  in  the  e i  ?ea  was  8. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  sale  of  sterilised  bottled 
milk  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  this  should  be  subject  to  some  control 
as  all  types  of  shops  are  desirous  of  stocking  this  milk.  The 
number  of  applications  received  y^as  44  and  the  number  of  premises 
registered  was  44.

MILK  PASTEnRISATION. 


There  is  one  plan:  which  operates  the  High  Temperature 
Short  Time  machinery  and  is  capable  of  dealing  with  1  ,1  00  gallons 
per  hour.  The  daily  amount  of  milk  pasteurised  is  between  twelve 
sued  thirteen  hundred  gallons  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  approx¬ 
imately  five  thousand  gallons  of  ordinary  milk.  In  the  region  of 
95  po r  cent,  of  milk  in  bottles  is  distributed  in  the  district. 
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The  North  Shields  Co-operative  Society  supply  Tuberculin 
Tested  and  Pasteurised  Milk  in  the  "Whitley  Bay  area  and  the  Blyth 
Co-operative  Society  supply  Pasteurised  Milk  in  the  Seaton  Sluice 
and  Old  Hartley  area* 

The  Shiremoor  and  Backworth  Federated  Dairy  Department 
supply  Pasteurised  Milk  in  Hurt  on  Village  and  some  houses  in  West 
Monkseaton* 

BAC  TERI 0L0GIC AL  EXAJflNATIQN  OF  MILK. 

It  is  the  constant  vigil  of  your  staff  to  control  the 
pureness  of  the  milk  supply.  The  following  table  sets  out  in 
detail  the  results  of  samples  taken,  and  includes  milk  taken 
outside  the  Creamery  from  waggons  before  discharge,  in  transit 
and  in  various  parts  of  the  district.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (MILK,  DAIRIES  AND 

ARTIFICIAL  CREAM)  ACT,  1 950. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  invoke  Regulation  20  of 
this  Regulation  which  erpowers  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
suspecting  milk  to  be  tubercular  to  prohibit  by  notice  the  sale 
of  such  milk,  unless  it  has  been  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised.  A 
Dairy  Farmer  upon  whom  such  Notice  is  served  is  entitled  to 
reasonable  compensation  for  any  financial  loss  incurred.  The 
percentage  of  compensation  recoverable  by  Local  Authority  is 
75  per  cent,  from  the  appropriate  Ministry. 

The  number  of  retailers  with  premises  inside  the  urban 
area  and  entered  on  the  Milk  Register  was  53. 


There  are  also  registered  8  purveyors  with  premises

TRANSPORT  OP  MILL. 


Cleanliness  of  Milk  Churns,  Bottles  and  Vehicles . 

177  visits  were  made  to  the  Railway  Stations  and  Coast 
Creamery  to  see  that  Regulations  25  and  26  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949?  in  connection  with  construction  and  cleanliness 
of  milk  churns  were  complied  with.  It  was  unnecessary  to  serve 
any  notices  in  respect  of  churns,  but  7  notices  were  served  to 
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have  vehicles  cleansed  and  covered. 

Large  tanker  waggons  v/ere  also  examined  and  the  process 
of  washing  them  out  v/as  supervised  at  the  Creamery,  where  facilities 
are  offered.  About  5 ,000  chums  and  hundreds  of  bottles  were  checked 
to  ensure  the  highest  standard  of  hygiene. 

3  complaints  were  received  in  connection  with  dirty  and 
chipped  bottles.  These  were  investigated  and  the  appropriate 
action  taken. 

THE  SUPERVISION  OF  DAIRY  PREMISES. 

One  dairy  was  closed  at  76,  Park  View.  The  business 
changed  hands.  The  bottling  of  milk,  except  at  the  Coast  Creamery, 
is  non-existent  in  the  district.  The  cleanliness  of  these  premises 
was  controlled  constantly  during  the  year  by  regular  visits.  The 
absence  of  a  Sanitary  Inspector  for  some  time  did  not  hold  up  the 
work  very  much. 

The  number  of  notices  served  to  lime-wash  or  paint  premises 
was  36  and  the  total  number  of  visits  made  was  267 • 

The  visits  made  to  mixed  shops,  selling  ’Sterilised1  Milk 

were  238. 

The  premises  of  the  Coast  Creamery  were  visited  at  various 
times,  even  evenings,  Saturdays  and  Sundays  and  the  different  places 
were  examined,  also  the  plant  and  the  washing  down  of  the  plant. 

The  habits  of  the  employees  were  watched  and  the  sanitary  conveniences 
inspected  regularly, 

A  total  of  155  visits  was  made. 

LOCAL  DISTRIBUTION  OF  MILK. 

The  delivery  of  milk  to  the  general  public  is  by  horse 
and  covered  lorries,  motor  vans  and  open  hand  barrows.  These 
were  carefully  checked  for  cleanliness.  The  large  waggons,  which 
brought  milk  down  from  Newcastle  and  Stocksfield,  were  checked  also. 
Two  letters  were  sent  to  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society  to  have 
the  milk  boxes  properly  cleansed. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  CONTROL  OP  MILK  HI  TEE  LABORATORY. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  was  increased  from  138  to  202 
in  1953*  These  were  taken  within  l|r  hours  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  General  Hospital,  Newcastle. 
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The  Department  appreciates  the  help  given  "by  Dr,  A. 
Messer  and  his  staff  hy  their  co-operation  in  carrying  out  the 
tests  and  providing  us  with  the  results.  Any  samples  not  com¬ 
plying  with  the  tests  are  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agricultural 
Office,  Hexham,  giving  details  of  the  results  for  their  follow  up* 
A  large  number  of  the  samples  did  not  comply  with  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test.

THE  FOOD  MD  DRUOS  ACT,  1938, 

Sections  13  and  14. 

The  register  which  is  kept  in  a  card  index  and  checked 
regularly  every  week  contained  the  registration  of  179  premises. 

The  number  of  applications  which  were  placed  before  the 
Committee  during  1953  was  15  and  4  transfers  were  reported. 

Each  application  is  treated  on  its  merits  and  the 
premises  are  closely  examined.  The  maximum  of  cleanliness  is 
insisted  upon  and  is  obtained,  with  the  provision  of  hot  and  cold 
water  in  constant  supply. 

15  premises  were  registered  for  the  various  trades  which 
come  under  the  control  of  this  Act. 

2,213  visits  were  made  and  it  was  necessary  to  serve 
327  notices  for  contraventions  under  the  various  sections. 
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ICE  CREAM  -  EREPARATIQN  AMD  CONTROL. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938* 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947  -  '1952. 

The  standards  for  the  composition  of  Ice  Cream  came 
into  operation  under  the  provision  of  the  Pood  Standards  (ice 
Cream)  Order,  195*1.  The  chemical  standards  are  set  out  as 
■follows: 

Ice  Cream  shall  contain  not  less  than  5  per 
cent,  fat,  10  per  cent,  sugar  and  7'ir  per  cent, 
milk  solids  other  than  fat. 

Any  ice  cream  which  contains  any  fruit  pulp 
or  puree,  must  conform  to  the  above  figures 
or  alternatively,  shall  be  not  less  than  25 
per  cent,  of  the  ice  cream,  including  the 
fruit  puree  and  must  have  not  less  than  7i 
per  cent,  of  fat,  10  per  cent,  of  sugar  and 
2  per  cent,  of  milk  solids  other  than  fat. 

We  have  a  small  Jewish  community  in  the  area,  but  as 
far  as  it  is  known  no  "Parev"  (Kosher)  ice  cream  is  manufactured. 
This  must  contain  not  less  than  10 -per  cent,  fat  and  not  less  than 
14  per  cent,  sugar. 

The  grades  of  cleanliness  are  as  follows: - 

Grade  1  is  the  highest  -  that  is  the  complete  decolour¬ 
ization  of  the  Methylene  Blue  takes  4y  hours  or  more; 


G-rade  2  -  time  of  decolourization  is  from  22  to  4  hours; 

Grade  5  -  time  of  decolourization  is  \  to  2  hours; 

Grade  4  ~  reduction  takes  place  at  the  end  of  the  pre- 
incubati on. 

Steps  are  taken  immediately  when  a  sample  is  graded  3  or 
4,  to  check  over  the  whole  of  the  lay  out  and.  process.  The  producer 
is  advised  to  call  in  an  independent  analyst  and  we  have  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  manufacturers. 

There  is  still  an  increase  in  the  sale  of  pre-packed 
commodity.  The  total  number  of  applications  received  for  the 
registration  of  premises  was  7*  There  were  also  9  transfers  of 
registration*

CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS. 

Food  Standards  (ice  Cream)  Order,  1951?  which  was  amended  by  the 
Amendment  Order,  1952,  reduced  the  fat  contents  to  4  per  cent, 
and  5  per  cent,  respectively.  This  Order  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council. 

The  types  of  motor  van  used  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
are  improving  and  in  the  main  are  fitted  up  with  hot  and  cold 
water,  with  perspex  sink  and  towels  provided.  The  counters  are 
fitted  with  washable  plastic  material  and  the  vans  are  gloss  painted 
inside. 

The  Eldorado  kiosks  on  the  sands  7/ere  checked  carefully 
and  recommendations  were  made  to  the  appropriate  Committee  control¬ 
ling  the  sands  for  the  installing  of  sinks  and  a  supply  of  hot  water 
for  sterilising  the  knives  and  spatulas. 

Regular  visits  were  carried  out  all  the  year  round  to  the 
premises.  A  total  of  446  inspections  y/ere  made  and  it  was  necessary 
to  serve  45  Notices. 

ICED  LOLLIES. 

The  preparation  of  these  articles,  v/hich  are  eaten  in 
considerable  numbers  by  children,  leaves  very  much  to  be  desired. 

The  premises,  in  some  cases,  are  not  suitable* 

There  is  no  legal  definition  of  iced  lollies,  which  vary 
greatly  in  their  constituents.  The  poorest  type  consists  merely 
of  water,  synthetically  flavoured  and  coloured,  sweetened  with 
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saccharin  and  frozen,  whilst  the  best,  contains  fruit  juices  and 
sugar. 


In  a  number  of  cases  in  the  area,  a  mixture  of  water  and 
cordial  frozen  in  a  conservator,  which  has  been  placed  in  the 
premises  for  the  storage  of  ice  cream,  is  the  only  consistency  of 
the  iced  lolly.  A  report  was  placed  before  the  Health  Committee. 

t 

In  view  of  the  type  of  containers  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  iced  lollies,  samples  were  submitted  to  ascertain  the  presence 
of  metalic  contamination  of  the  iced  lollies.  Three  samples  were 
submitted  for  analysis,  both  bacteriological  and  chemical.  The 
following  information  gives  the  results  of  the  analyses 9  Sample 
No.  1.  being  from  an  Enamelled  Steel  Mould,  Sample  No.  2.  from 
a  Zinc  Mould  and  Sample  No.  3*  from  a  Plastic  Mould: -

It  is  hoped  that  the  new  Pood  and  Drugs  (Amendment)  Act 
now  before  Parliament  will  include  some  sections  for  the  control 
and  manufacture  of  this  article. 

The  number  of  special  visits  made  to  these  premises  was 
30.  It  is  desirable  that  the  registration  of  these  premises  be 
made  compulsory  and  a  standard  of  premises  for  the  sale  and  manu¬ 
facture  of  iced  lollies  be  set  out  in  detail. 

CATERING-  ESTABLI SHMSNTS . 


The  characters  of  these  businesses,  in  which  food  is 
dispensed  to  the  general  public,  differ  widely  in  their  con¬ 
struction,  the  capacity  and  the  system  of  preparation  of  meals 
is  so  diverse,  control  is  somewhat  difficult. 

It  is,  however,  apparent,  notwithstanding  the  varying 
design  and  set  up,  that  it  is  made  clear  that  the  proprietors 
of  these  e stab li slime nts  must  take  personal  hygiene  and  cleanliness 
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of  the  food,  utensils  and  preparation  table  and  last,  hut  not 
least,  the  premises  must  he  beyond  reproach. 

The  human  element  has  the  greatest  effect  in  these 
matters  and  your  Inspectors  have  to  fight  a  long  and  continuous 
battle  with  persons  employed,  bad  habits,  dirty  wearing  apparel 
and  lack  of  hand  washing. 

It  is  the  tendency  of  the  larger  caterers  to  instal 
dish-washing  machines,  which  when  properly  controlled,  are  a 
great  asset.  Smaller  caterers  have  been  informed  on  many 
occasions,  that  copious  supplies  of  hot  water,  detergents  and 
conscientious  workers  will  produce  the  desired  results. 

The  bactericidal  efficiency  is  the  aim,  or  should  be, 
of  all  dish-washing  operations*  The  use  of  personal  washing 
operations  have  been  insisted  moon  and  the  washing  of  hands. 
Notices  have  been  supplied  to  practically  all  these  premises. 

The  supervision  of  the  snack  bars  has  been  of  a 
regular  routine  type,  with  spot  checks  in  the  evenings. 

The  provision  of  the  two  sink  units  in  a  number  of 
premises  has  been  carried  out  at  ny  instigation. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  proprietor  of 
1,  Oxford  Street,  for  dirty  conditions  of  the  cafe  floor  and 
utensils.  Pour  charges  were  made  and  the  Council  were  success¬ 
ful  in  all  charges  -  20s.  in  each  case  and  costs. 

I  want  further  improvements. 

The  kitchens  cf  the  Rendezvous  Cafe,  belonging  to  the 
Council,  were  improved  following  a  report  from  your  Chief 
Inspector.  The  backs  of  the  sinks  and  part  walls  of  the  kitchen 
at  the  rear  of  the  washing  up  premises  and  cooking  ranges  were 
tiled.  New  sinks  were  provided  of  the  deep  type  and  the 
occuxoier  made  to  have  the  premises  painted  and  cleansed  from 
top  to  bottom. 

The  closest  supervision  is  kept  of  these  food,  pre¬ 
paration  places.  The  education  of  these  workers  is  a  long 
drawn  out  affair  in  a  good,  many  premises  which  have  seasonal 
workers,  and  one  has  to  be  prepared  to  be  unpopular  for  drawing 
attention  to  the  errors  and  lack  of  hygienic  principles,  but 
the  lurking  incidence  cf  food  poisoning  exists  and,  therefore, 
the  efforts  of  your  staff  in  this  problem  are  not  allowed  to 
diminish. 
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The  number  of  -visits  made  to  Catering  Establishments 
was  607.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  120  written  notices.  Details 
of  these  are  to  be  found  in  the  list  of  defects.

CANTEENS. 


Some  authorities  have  not  always  appreciated  that  the 
inspection  of  food  prepared  and  sold  in  canteens  employees  is 
covered  by  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1933  and  the  Pood  Byelaws,  and 
this  also  applies  to  other  establishments  preparing  food.  It  is 
a  fallacy  to  think  otherwise.  All  Local  Authorities  have  their 
prescriptive  rights  whereby  their  inspectors  may  carry  out  routine 
inspections.  Assistance  is  sought  from  premises  where  staff 
canteens  are  provided  for  meals  and  snacks  to  be  eaten  on  the 
premises. 


The  canteens  of  the  Opencast  Contractors  were  visited 
from  time  to  time  and  full  information  was  given  in  connection 
with  suggested  improvements.  In  other  small  factories  in  the 
area,  visits  were  made  and  requests  made  for  any  improvements 
thought  to  be  necessary. 


* 


The  improvements  obtained  were  a  source  of  satisfaction 
from  an  administrative  point  of  view.  Owners  and  occupiers  were 
impressed  concerning  the  risks  involved  from  food  infections  and 
resultant  loss  of  time  at  work,  caused  by  the  lack  of  suitable 
apparatus  and  the  uncleanly  habits  of  canteen  workers. 

THE  INSPECTION  OP  LICENSED  PREMISES  AND  CLUBS. 


Public  Health  Let,  1936?  Section  89. 

Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938?  Section  13. 

The  improvement  of  licensed  premises  is  still  being 
pushed  ahead,  despite  having  to  wait  for  licences  from  the  Ministry 
of  Works. 


Further  improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  Kings  Arms, 
Seaton  Sluice.  New  fireplaces  were  installed,  double  type  stainless 
steel  sinks  with  fVantocf  dispensers  and  copious  quantities  of  hot 
water  made  available. 


The  two  dilapidated  houses  at  the  side  were  demolished  and 
the  walls  of  the  Inn.  made  watertight.  The  whole  of  the  premises 
was  painted  out. 

A  new  range  of  sanitary  conveniences  were  erected  at  the 
Waterford  Arms,  Seaton  Sluice,  with  separate  accommodation  for  the 
Ladies  and  washing  facilities  provided.  Further  improvements  are 
envisaged  for  the  future  in  connection  with  increased  lavatory  ac¬ 
commodation.  The  laremises  were  painted  out. 

The  Lelaval  Arms,  Old  Hartley,  was  surveyed  again  and  the 
urinals  were  altered  and  fireclay  stalls  were  fitted,  with  new 
channels  and  traps,  and  new  connections  to  the  drainage  system. 

The  Ladies  *  conveniences  were  renovated  and  a  more  private  approach 
constructed.  A  new  stainless  two  sink  type  drainer  was  installed 
with  ,Vantoc!  dispenser. 


The  Bee  Hive  Inn  was  also  surveyed  and  a  new  electricity 
system  was  installed  to  dispense  with  the  oil  lamps,  due  care  being 
taken  not  to  destroy  the  old  world  atmosphere,  A  new  stainless 
sink  was  in  course  of  being  fixed  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  a  con¬ 
tract  for  painting  the  whole  of  the  inside  and  outside  had  been 
arranged. 


The  bars  at  the  Rex  Hotel  were  inspected  and  hot  water 
was  laid  into  the  ballroom  bar  drainer  and  a  Hoover  glass  washing 
machine  installed,  which  was  highly  successful.  A  nev/  cocktail 
bar  v/as  also  erected,  specially  fitted  out  in  Continental  style. 

A  new  beer  cooler  was  fixed  at  the  old  end  of  the  hotel,  ?d.th 
special  refrigerator  and  the  drainage  inside  the  beer  cellar  was 
brought  outside  and  relaid.  A  nev/  urinal  Y/as  fitted  in  connection 
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with  the  ballroom  and  a  new  two-stalled  urinal,  with  washing 
accommodation,  was  fitted  in  respect  of  the  dining  room,  com¬ 
pletely  tiled  throughout. 

A  nevf  range  of  ladies*  toilets  and  hot  and  cold  water 
wash-basins  were  also  installed  in  connection  with  the  lounge, 
properly  tiled  out  from  floor  to  ceiling,  with  ventilated  passages. 

In  order  to  increase  the  bathing  and  sanitary  accommodation 
in  the  hotel  itself,  six  new  bathrooms  and  water  closets  were 
constructed,  with  modem  baths,  wash-basins  and  syphonic  closets. 

The  walls  were  constructed  in  vitrolite  and  tiles,  to  ensure  the 
highest  degree  of  cleanliness.  A  new  outside  toilet  was  built 
for  the  staff  and  the  drainage  remodelled. 

Further  improvements  in  the  bars  and  lavatory  accommodation 
are  planned  for  1  954. 

The  Avenue  Hotel  was  surveyed  further  and  a  licence  for 
£7 ,000  was  granted.  The  worked  commenced  just  before  Christmas, 

1953. 


A  new  stainless  two  drainer  type  sink  was  installed  at 
the  Quarry  Inn,  Marden  Road. 

A  new  bar  was  fitted  up  at  the  Berkeley  Restaurant. 

The  assistants  engaged  at  the  foregoing  licensed  premises 
are  fitted  up  with  overalls  and  I  have  the  co-operation  of  the 
Managers  and  Brewery  Companies 1  Representatives  in  bringing  such 
premises  up  to  the  highest  standard  of  hygiene. 

The  necessary  lavatory  and  urinal  accommodation  was 
provided  for  the  separate  sexes  and  new  drainage  installed. 

The  number  of  visits  and  inspections  made  v/as  178  and 
the  number  of  notices  served  was  61.

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASE  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

N  on-Ve  t  e  r  inary . 

These  functions  are  administered  by  the  Inspector  of 
Police  and  the  four  Sergeants  under  his  control.  Your  Chief 
Inspector  and  Additional  Sanitary  Inspectors  work  in  close  co¬ 
operation  with  them  and  any  casualties  or  moribund  animals  are 
reported  quickly. 

TRANSIT  OP  ANIMALS  ORDERS. 


The  cleansing  of  road  vehicles  is  undertaken  -when 
required.  It  is  also  my  duty  to  report  that  I  was  able  to 
persuade  the  British  Railways  to  reconstruct  the  whole  of  the 
Cattle  Dock  at  the  Monkseaton  Siding  in  reinforced  concrete  with 
pre-cast  concrete  ashlar  blocks  and  to  renew  completely  the 
whole  structure  and  finish  the  platform  in  reinforced  paving  and 
the  entrance  to  Hill  Heads  Road.  It  can  be  easily  cleansed  and 
is  much  improved. 

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1938. 

Two  animals  were  sent  in  under  this  Order,  the  Veterinary 
Surgeon*  s  Certificates  examined,  and  post  mortems  carried  out  in 
connection  with  them.  There  were  no  outbreaks  of  Foot  and  Mouth 
Disease  or  Swine  Fever  in  the  area  during  1953. 


THE  SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT  1933  -  1951. 


The  number  of  Slaughtermen  holding  Licences  from  the 
Council  is  17. 

No  Licences  were  issued  to  new  applicants.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  a  new  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Amendment)  Bill  was 
"being  introduced  before  Parliament,  increasing  the  duties  and 
penalties  for  cruelty  and  giving  effect  to  certain  of  the  pro¬ 
posals  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  into  the  Slaughterhouses  and 
Slaughter  of  Horses.  This  will  cover  all  animals  feeding  and 
watering,  construction  equipment,  layout  of  premises  and  conditions 
at  time  of  slaughter. 

The  electric  tongs  used  in  the  stunning  of  pigs  are  very 
satisfactory  and  are  much  more  humane  than  the  bolt  pistol  for  this 
type  of  animalc  It  is  hoped  to  extend  this  method  for  the  stunning 
of  calves  and  sheep.  I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  members  of  the 
Committee  will  give  me  their  support  to  eliminate  any  cruelty. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT. 

>  There  are  no  private  slaughterhouses  in  "Whitley  Bay. 

All  slaughtering,  except  for  a  few  cottagers1  pigs,  is  carried  out 
in  the  Public  Abattoir  which  has  been  in  full  use  during  the  year, 
and  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered. 

A  new  large  six  feet  diameter  steam  tank  was  fitted  up 
to  deal  with  large  manufacturing  sows.  The  bulk  of  the  slaughtering 
is  carried  out  from  Monday  .to  Thursday,  but  owing  either  to  transport, 
or  to  the  supplies  question,  killing  had  to  be  carried  out  on 
Saturday  mornings.  A  great  deal  of  overtime  has  been  worked  to 
deal  with  the  inspection  of  the  carcases  and  offals  on  the  same  day. 

All  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  are  in¬ 
spected  by  a  qualified  Inspector.  Animals  are  also  inspected  in 
the  lairages  and  on  their  journey  from  the  Railway  Lock.  Only 
animals  lame,  or  ill,  are  immediately  slaughtered. 

A  draft  plan  was  submitted  to  the  Committee  and  Council 
for  the  extension  of  the  Abattoir  with  the  proposed  ’’line  slaughtering 
for  all  types  of  animals,  with  extra  lairage  accommodation  for  cattle, 
sheep  and  pigs.  Pull  details  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Pood 
for  submission  to  the  Committee  dealing  with  the  Siting  of  Slaughter¬ 
houses. 


The  Abattoir  still  deals  with  meat,  both  frozen  and  home 
killed,  for  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  and  Whitley  Bay. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  888. 
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A  number  of  pigs  from  private  owners  were  sent  in  for 
slaughter  in  the  Abattoir  to  ensure  humane  methods  were  employed 
and  proper  inspection  carried  out. 

New  water  troughs  were  constructed  in  the  lairages, 
portable  feeding  racks  for  sheep,  also  extra  feeding  racks  for 
cattle. 


The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected 
was  25,492.

COLLECTION  OF  DISEASED  MEAT. 

Diseased  meat  is  still  collected  by  the  Contractors 
Messrs.  G-ibbons  and  Spires  of  South  Shore  Road,  G-ateshead. 

In  September,  it  was  found  a  new  arrangement  had  been 
started  whereby  condemned  meat  and  offals  were  being  auctioned  to 
the  highest  bidder  and  it  appeared  that  proper  safeguards  for 
the  protection  of  the  health  of  the  Community  were  not  being 
taken.  A  report  was  made  to  the  Clerk,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  Health  Committee,  drawing  attention  to  this  matter 
and  recommendations  "were  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
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On  2nd  December,  1953,  Circular  MF.  21/53  was  received 
with  reference  to  this  question  and  a  clause  (Condition  14)  ms 
inserted  which  enabled  Local  Authorities  to  safeguard  the  public 
by  .exercising  their  right  to  dispose  of  the  meat  and  diseased 
offals.  The  Health  Committee  gave  the  necessary  sanction  to 
your  Health  Officers  and  tenders  were  being  sought  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  It  was  agreed  also  that  such  material  be  disposed 
of  within  a  ten  mile  radius,  so  the  ultimate  end  of  this  material 
could  be  seen.  An  arrangement  was  agreed  to  with  the  Ministry 
of  Pood  Accountants  in  Newcastle  and  the  Slaughterhouse  Manager 
with  regard  to  the  checking  of  freights,  and  the  use  of  our 
Weighbridge,  in  case  of  dispute.  Such  loading  is  carried  out 
in  the  presence  of  the  Caretaker  and,  on  nearly  all  occasions, 
by  a  qualified  member  of  the  staff,  in  addition  to  a  representative 
of  the  Ministry  of  Pood. 

The  provision  of  a  covered  van,  painted  in  a  special 
colour,  for  the  meat  would  be  an  asset. 


REMOVAL  OP  MANURE  idtD  REFUSE. 


The  removal  of  manure,  blood  and  the  contents  of  the 
paunches,  is  carried  out  two  and  three  times  in  Summer  and  twice 
in  Winter. 


The  storage  and  simple  composting  have  been  carried  out, 
and.  have  proved  highly  successful.  The  total  amount  composted 
was  50  tons. 


FUTURE  SLAUGHTERING  POLICY. 

In  view  of  the  derationing  of  meat  and  the  end  of 
Government  control,  the  question  of  the  future  use  of  the  Public 
Abattoir  was  investigated.  Sketch  details  were  submitted  to 
your  Surveyor  for  him  to  prepare  a' tentative  plan  to  be  placed 
before  the  Health  Committee,  -which  was  in  keeping  with  the  in¬ 
creasing  call  for  the  higher  principles  of  hygiene,  and  which 
would  eliminate  the  laborious  work  for  the  Slaughtermen,  increase 
the  storage  of  hides  and  skins,  quicken  the  removal  of  offals  and 
garbage  and  eliminate  cruelty. 

The  Interdepartmental  Committee  on  Slaughterhouses  in 
their  Interim  Report  of  the  23rd  December,  1953?  made  a  number  of 
recommendations.  A  letter  with  full  details  was  sent  by  your 
Clerk  to  the  Ministry  of  Pood.  Messrs.  Brook  and  Crowther  of 
Huddersfield  supplied  all  cur  previous  apparatus  and  arrangements 
were  made  for  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  to  meet  their  re¬ 
presentatives  on  the  site.  The  whole  question  of  ’’line" 
slaughtering  was  discussed  in  relation  to  all  animals  intended 
for  slaughter  and  a  scheme  was  prepared.  I  would  say  our  present 
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Abattoir  lends  itself  admirably  to  "line"  slaughtering  by  its 
layout  and  its  extension  should  be  considered  f  or  Siting  and 
facilities  required. 

POST  MORTEM  EXAJidNATION  OF  OFFALS  AND  CARCASES. 

I  beg  to  report  that  the  following  cases  of  Cysticercus 
Bovis  were  found  during  the  course  of  meat  inspection  in  the  Public 
Abattoir.  Most  of  the  cases  were  in  home  killed  meat  and  the 
others  were  from  Northern  Ireland.

CARCASES  OP  IMPORTED  MEAT  AND  OPFALS  DEALT  WITH  AT  THE 

PUBLIC  ABATTOIR. 

The  Depot  at  the  North  Eastern  Wholesale  Meat  Association 
was  visited- daily  at  all  times  to  examine  and  check  over  the  different 
deliveries  which  arrive  during  the  week  all  through  the  year.  The 
countries  of  origin  'are  New  Zealand,  Australia,  Canada,  Argentina 
and  Denmark.  There  was  a  total  of  81 3%  lbs.  of  imported  meat 
condemned  affected  with  "bone  taint"  (deep  putrefactive  changes).

SALE  OP  HORSEFLESH, 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938* 

No  premises  within  the  area  sell  horseflesh  for  con¬ 
sumption  by  the  general  public.  Close  scrutiny  of  the  shops 
making  up  large  quantities  of  sausage  is  kept  and  careful  checking 
takes  place. 

Poultry. 


The  inspection  of  poultry  takes  place  regularly.  The 
suppliers  who  sell  to  the  retail  shops  are  firms  of  repute  and 
the  regular1  inspection  makes  the  grades  improve.  A  good  deal  of 
imported  birds  arrive,  especially  during  the  festive  season,  from 
Ireland,  the  Argentine  and  other  countries. 

One  cooked  Turkey  was  condemned  as  being  unsound. 
Putrefaction  had  taken  place  evidently  before  the  bird  was  cooked 
and  on  examination  it  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

No  evidence  of  Fibroma,  Osdematous  Oviducts,  Epithelioma 
was  found  on  examination.

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MOBILE  MEAT  SHOPS . 

There  are  five  mobile  meat  shops,  which  supply  and  sell 
meat  in  Monkseaton,  Seaton  Sluice  and  Old  Hartley.  All  of  these 
were  inspected  during  the  year.  The  meat  and  made  up  products 
were  found  to  be  in  good  condition  and  the  shops  also  were  very 
clean. 

MEAT  PKEPARATI ON  PREMISES. 


The  number  of  premises  which  make  up  meat  products  still 
remains  at  three. 

The  largest  of  these  is  Messrs.  Scribbans  and  Kenrp,  who 
took  over  the  manufacturing  side  of  Messrs.  John  Favours  Limited. 

Routine  inspections  are  made  at  regular  intervals,  also 
snap  checks  of  the  methods  and  the  cleanly  habits  of  the  employees* 
The  human  element  plays  a  large  part  in  the  hygienic  manufacture 
of  the  products,  not  in  the  least  the  flesh  of  animals.  Further 
extensions  to  this  factory  are  contemplated. 

The  Belvedere  Pork  premises  are  still  well  managed  and 
the  manufacture  of  pies  is  carried  out  in  a  most  hygienic  manner. 

Representations  were  made  to  Mr.  G-.  W.  Ord,  of  88, 

Whitley  Road,  to  have  his  premises  extended  when  he  obtained  pos¬ 
session  of  the  upper  rooms,  in  order  to  relieve  the  existing  con¬ 
gestion.  Possession  was  obtained,  but  up  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
no  plans  had  been  submitted,  although  he  had  the  walls  of  the 
preparation  room  lined  with  stainless  metal. 

MEAT  REGULATIONS. 

Meat  Regulations  1  924-  -  1  952. 

The  vehicles  used  for  the  transport  of  meat  from  the 
Abattoir  have  been  inspected  daily.  Facilities  have  been  provided 
for  the  washing  of  the  vehicles  with  hot  and  cold  water. 

In  the  extension  of  the  Abattoir,  it  is  hoped,  if  agreed, 
to  have  steam  sterilisation  for  the  inside  of  the  metal  lined 
covered  containers. 

Head  coverings  were  also  warn  by  the  waggon  drivers. 
Special  plastic  overalls,  which  are  washable,  should  be  wo m  by 
these  drivers  and  all  loaders  when  handling  meat. 

The  British  Railways  need  special  containers  for  the 
handling  of  meat,  whether  frozen  or  home-killed.  The  practice  of 
using  lorries,  with  covers,  is  out  of  date.  At  least  two  covered 


containers  should  be  available  for  use  at  each  railway  depot. 
THE  SUPERVISION  OP  id©  INSPECTION  OP  OTHER  POODS. 


The  inspection  of  food  shops,  where  food  is  prepared 
or  sold,  is  carried  out  at  all  times  of  the  day,  including 
Sundays  and  after  normal  working  hours.  Various  commodities 
are  examined  -  fruits,  raisins  -  and  each  and  every  commodity 
is  checked,  especially  new  brands  of  articles  from  foreign 
countries.

MOBILE  FISH  SHOPS  AND  HAWKERS T  CARTS. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  mobile  fish  shops 
during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  5*  These  vans  were  inspected 
during  the  process  of  loading  with  the  general  public,  •  No  complaint 
could  be  found  with  the  quality  of  fish  sold  or  the  hygienic  condition 
of  the  vans  in  regard,  to  cleanliness. 

One  Notice  was  issued,  verbally  to  have  the  full  address 
inscribed  on  the  shop.  12  inspections  were  made. 

The  cart  which  is  used  during  the  herring  season  by  a 
hawker  from  North  Shields,  the  scales,  boxes  and  sail  cloth  covering 
were  inspected  and  no  case  for  complaint  was  observed..  10  inspections 
were  carried  out. 

BAKING  ESTABLISHMENTS. 

The  inspection  of  bakeries  is  carried  out  at  regular 
intervals  during  the  year.  The  largest  bakery  situated  on  the 
Foxhunters  Trading  Estate  is  being  mechanised  further.  A  loaf 
slicing  machine  has  been  installed.,  with  the  wrapping  of  the  bread 
in  greaseproof  paper,  to  eliminate  the  handling.  The  whole  of  the 
interior  of  the  premises  was  painted  out  during  the  year. 

The  overalls  vrom  by  employees  are  examined  regularly,  also 
the  toilets  used  by  the  staff  and  their  mess  rooms. 

Letters  were  sent  to  all  these  bakery  premises,  drawing 
attention  to  the  smoking  of  pipes  or  cigarettes  when  preparation  of 
food  is  being  carried  out  for  sale  to  the  general  public. 

The  cleanliness  of  the  sanitary  conveniences,  utensils  and 
benches  is  still  enforced.  The  premises  themselves  are  the  province 
of  H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  although  we  undertake  to  notify  owners 
or  occupiers  where  cleanliness  of  walls  requires  attention. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  2 48  and 
52  Notices  were  served  to  remedy  the  various  breaches  of  the  Act. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  types  of  bakeries,  as  will  be 
seen,  mechanical  and  non-mechanical,  as  detailed  in  the  table.

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CLEM  FOOD. 

In  connection  with  the  campaigns  to  ensure  cleaner  food 
and  the  handling,  storage  and  delivery  of  foods,  clean  food  lectures 
were  given  to  the  members  of  Monkseaton  T owns  women  Guilds  and  the 
Presbyterian  Esplanade  Women’s  Guild,  when  many  aspects  of  this 
important  subject  were  discussed. 

Circulars  were  sent  to  all  premises  handling  bacon,  cooked 
meats  and  other  foods,  with  a  request  to  use  forks  or  slides  to 
prevent  the  handling  with  bare  hands  and  fingers.  Many  of  the 
shops  provided  stainless  forks  and  slides. 

The  blowing  open  of  bags  with  the  human  breath  was  also 
discussed  with  Managers  of  the  various  premises. 

The  cleanliness  of  the  slaughterhouse  operatives’  clothing 
was  discussed  with  the  Contractors  and  the  provision  of  enamel  pails 
for  the  distribution  of  blood  was  also  introduced. 

The  provision  of  covered  glass  counters  is  being  proceeded 
with  .and  the  modernisation  of  premises  used  for  the  sale  of  food  is 
being  completed  regularly.  Most  of  the  grocers’  premises  are  now 
fitted  up  with  small  refrigerators.  A  number  of  shops  are  being 
provided  with  stainless  steel  basket  rails  to  prevent  the  contamination 
of  the  counters  with  dirty  baskets. 

Much  useful  work  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year,  but 
much  remains  to  be  done,  with  the  emphasis  on  the  human  element.  In 
nearly  all  cases,  your  staff  receive  the  co-operation  of  most  of  the 
heads  of  firms  and  their  Managers. 

PISH  PRXING  ESTMLISETMTS. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  we  have  reached  the  limit  for  the 
establishments  of  this  trade.  There  are  eleven  premises  on  the 
Register  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  full  use  of  all  these  es¬ 
tablishments  is  made.  Some  of  them  are  closed  down  in  the  winter 
and  others  are  open  only  a  few  nights. 

A  good  deal  of  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  premises 
13A,  Marine  Avenue,  due  to  the  lack  of  storage  space  for  potatoes 
and  the  need  for  cleanliness  in  the  potato  preparation  premises. 

This  business  changed  hands  at  the  end  of  December,  1953 ,  and  plans 
were  deposited  with  the  Council  for  a  new  preparation  room,  •’with 
tiled  walls  and  alteration  of  the  drainage  system.  The  water 
closet  was  renewed,  also  the  back  premises  of  the  house. 

The  premises  at  Algernon  Place  again  changed  hands  and 
the  transfer  was  held  up  until  a  written  communication  was  received 
that  all  work  necessary  to  bring  up  the  premises  to  the  principles 
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as  set  out  by  lav/  v/ould  be  carried  out.  The  whole  of  the 
premises  was  cleaned  down  and  painted  with  heavy  gloss  paint, 
the  wooden  dado  at  the  rear  was  removed,  rendered  in  cement  and 
painted  crver  v/ith  gloss  paint.  A  new  sink  was  provided  and  the 
storage  shed  was  to  be  renewed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  premises,  fitted  out  at  30/32,  Station  Road,  Y/ere 
closed  and  up  f or  sale. 

Regular  visits  Y/ere  made  during  the  day  and  night  to 
check  up  the  condition  of  the  fish  used  for  sale  and  to  examine 
the  fat  used  for  frying  and  the  condition  of  the  potatoes.  The 
number  of  visits  made  was  449,  which  includes  a  large  number  made 
in  the  summer  periods.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  37  Notices. 

The  premises  on  the  whole  are  very  well  kept,  the  methods  are 
good  and  the  managements  are  very  eager  to  co-operate. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

SECTION  107  ON  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936. 

The  only  trade  v/hich  comes  under  the  schedule  is  tripe 
boiling,  which  is  carried  out  under  daily  supervision  in  the 
Abattoir  and  the  premises  belong  to  the  Council.  The  tenant  is 
progressive  and  he  keeps  the  premises  in  a  very  clean  condition. 
The  tanks  for  the  storage  of  tripe  are  examined  daily.  The 
tripe  is  removed  and  delivered  daily,  so  that  large  quantities 
are  not  stored. 


THE  INSPECTION  ON  SHELLFISH  -  MOLLUSCAN  AND  CRUSTACEANS, 


MOLLUSCAN. 

A  number  of  oysters  v/ere  offered  for  sale  during  the 
summer  from  a  fishmonger’s  shop.  Enquiries  elioited  the  in¬ 
formation  that  Whit  stable  was  the  source  of  supply.  A  fey/ 
mussels  were  sold  for  bait  and  the  source  of  layings  was  Holy 
Island. 


Further  investigations  were  made  of  the  woman  from 
Cullercoats  who  sells  periwinkles  on  Sundays  from  the  comer  of 
the  land  at  Eastbourne  Gardens.  I  had  the  greatest  difficulty 
in  obtaining  information  concerning  the  source  of  supply.  It 
ms  found  that  these  are  obtained  from  Cambois  in  the  Bedlington 
area,  which  borders  on  the  River  Blyth.  These  mussel  beds  are 
subject  to  pollution.  Samples  were  submitted  on  ray  behalf  by 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Bedlington  Urban  District 
Council  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  the  results  of  which 
were  not  too  good. 


CRUSTACEANS. 


Most  of  the  fishmongers  sell  lobsters,  crabs,  shrimps 
(both  English  and  Norwegian)  and  some  crayfish  during  the  year, 
except  during  the  close  seasons.  These  are  examined  regularly 
•on  the  premises. 

The  four  stalls  situated  on  the  side  of  Watts  Slope 
are  tenanted  by  the  fishwives  from  the  Cullercoats  area.  A 
good  deal  of  their  products  are  caught  locally,  boiled  and  sold 
the  same  day.  The  stalls  and  their  commodities  are  examined 
regularly  during  the  summer  season. 

31  visits  were  made  during  the  year.  A  bin  is 
supplied  to  accommodate  the  refuse. 

HAIRDRESSERS . 

A  number  of  visits  were  made  to  Hairdressers,  both 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  to  check  over  the  arrangements  for  the 
sterilisation  of  instruments.  A  list  of  public  health  require¬ 
ments  is  supplied  by  the  Council  and  exhibited  in  the  shops. 

The  registration  of  premises  is  long  overdue  and  a 
suitable  set  of  bye-laws  is  required  to  control  hairdressing 
carried  on  in  private  houses. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Public  Health  Act,  193^° 

Systematic  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  emission  of  black  smoke.  Observations  have 
been  kept  regularly  on  the  chimneys  of  the  two  laundries  and  that 
of  the  Coast  Creamery,  which  has  caused  the  most  trouble  during 
the  year. 


The  excessive  smoke  from  the.  Coast  Creamery  chimney 
is  a  true  indication  of  inefficient  combustion  fuel,  also  the 
reduction  of  smoke  into  the  atmosphere  is  a  public  health  matter 
of  no  small  importance.  Continual  vigilance  is  required  to  see 
that  stokers  maintain  constant  observations.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  chimney  at  the  Coast  Creamery  will  be  extended,  when  the 
alterations  in  connection  with  the  enlargement  of  the  plant  take 
place. 


Much  of  the  smoke  nuisance  was  due  to  the  fireman  in 
charge  and  on  one  or  two  occasions,  to  ’fines’  in  the  fuel. 

This  matter  will  be  pressed  if  co-operation  is  not  forthcoming. 
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There  was  improvement  in  the  emission  of  fumes  from 
the  Algernon  Colliery,  Shiremoor,  although  the  Spoilbank  was  not 
completely  dormant.  A  new  system  of  tipping  had  been  commenced 
and  sprays  were  playing  on  the  burning  heap. 

FUMES  FROM  MDUSTRIAL  HANTS. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  raised  in  the  Committees 
and  by  residents  of  the  obnoxious  smell  coming  into  the  area  in 
the  evening  during  the  hot  weather.  This  was  traced  to  the  Guano 
Works  situated  in  North  Shields  near  the  Fish  Quay  and  could  be 
discerned  as  far  as  the  Convalescent  Homes.  These  works  were 
burnt  down  and  this  removed  the  cause  for  the  time  being. 

The  other  offensive  smell  came  from  the  burning  of  waste 
in  the  evenings  from  the  De  La  Rue  Factory,  Chirton,  North  Shields, 
and  the  fumes  came  into  the  area  when  the  wind  was  in  the  South- 
Westerly  direction  and  on  heavy  dull  mornings.  The  Medical  Officer 
and  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth 
were  dealing  with  this  matter. 

A  suitable  system  of  chlorination  of  the  fumes  would 
certainly  reduce  their  pungency.  Your  staff  are  alive  to  the 
problems  which  arise. 

I  visited  the  Fleetwood  Guano  Works  during  my  vacation 
to  check  on  the  methods  in  force  and  other  industrial  concerns, 
which  had  successfully  combatted  the  fumes  causing  offence  to  the 
general  body  of  residents. 

21  visits  were  made  to  take  observations. 

HOUSING. 


Although  Slum  Clearance  work  was  suspended  at  the 
outbreak  of  hostilities  in  1939?  it  has  been  my  endeavour  to  have 
full  detailed  lists  kept  up-to-date  as  far  as  possible.  This 
problem  has  been  kept  constantly  before  the  Health  Committee. 

During  the  year,  a  report  was  placed  before  the  Health 
Committee  for  a  proportion  of  the  houses  built  to  be  allocated  to 
tenants  living  in  sub-standard  houses,  suitable  for  closure  as  not 
being  capable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  a  reasonable  expense.  The 
Housing  Committee  agreed  to  allocate  33h  Per  cent,  of  houses  built 
for  Slum  Clearance  purpose. 

The  total  number  of  houses  erected  on  Housing  Estates  . 
and  land  purchased  in  various  parts  of  the  area  was  65.  kd  houses 
were  also  erected  under  private  licence. 
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A  number  of  reports  were  presented  to  the  Housing 
Committee  on  inspections  carried  out  to  houses ,  giving  details 
of  the  state  of  disrepair,  overcrowding  and  facilities. 


23  inspections  were  carried  out  and  recorded  under  the 
Housing  Consolidated  Regulations  1925  -  1932. 


During  the  year  a  deputation  waited  on  the  Regional 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  in  Ney/castle,  who  agreed  to  our  embarking 
on  a  modified  scheme  of  Slun  Clearance.  Details  were  prepared 
for  the  Committee,  together  -with  the  representation  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  for  the  two  areas,  Nos.  1  and  2,  Northumberland 
Square,  Clearance  Areas,  which  was  agreed  to.  Representations 
wore  also  submitted  to  the  Committee  in  respect  of  the  following 
house  s :  -

Elders  House,  Rocky  Island  was  closed  after  agreement  with 
the  Agents  to  the  Astley  Estates. 


Harbour  View  and  Bridge  View  houses,  which  were  not  demolished 
during  the  war,  after  being  scheduled  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  before 
the  war,  "were  dealt  with  in  November.  Also  a  report  was  made  on 
Hartley  West  Cottages,  Old  Hartley,  which  are  in  a  very  bad  state. 

The  Council  agreed  to  send  a  report  to  the  Agent  of  the  Right  Honourable 
Major  Astley  and  I  met  a  member  of  the  firm  and  discussed  this  matter 
with  him.  He  stated  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  estate  to  build 
houses  and  he  was  awaiting  the  sanction  of  the  owner  who  was  abroad. 
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Considerable  notices  were  served  under  Section  9  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1936,  to  effect  repairs  to  dwelling  houses. 

57  Notices  were  served  and  it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  work  in 
default  in  9  cases. 

The  hew  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1953,  was  passing 
through  the  House  of  Commons  and  although  it  was  not  yet  in  the 
Statute  Book,  the  report  v/as  prepared  of  the  number  of  houses 
likely  to  be  included  for  the  purpose  of  Slum  Clearance  on  the 
8th  December,  1953*  The  total  number  of  houses  to  be  dealt  with, 
excluding  the  Front  Street  Area  No.  1.  was  99 >  including  88  families 
and  195  persons  over  10  years  and  43  persons  under  10  years  of  age. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  visit  these  areas  with  me  to  obtain  first¬ 
hand  information  as  to  their  condition.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  made  representation  in  connection  with  Front  Street  Area  No.  1,  , 
consisting  of  25  and  27  A  &  B.  ,  Front  Street  and  Back  7  and  8,  Front 
Street. 


The  rehousing  of  people  in  this  area  had  not  been  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  problem  of  farmed  out  houses  by  owners  and  tenants 
will  ccrne  under  review  when  the  New  Act  becomes  law,  and  it  is  hoped 
will  alleviate  the  common  use  of  sinks,  sanitary  and  cooking  arrange¬ 
ments. 

SANITAR1  ADMINISTRATION. 

During  the  year  a  large  number  of  inspections  were  made  to 
houses  in  the  various  wards  on  complaint  and  routine  inspection. 

The  care  and  attention  to  the  older  type  of  dwelling  cause 
much  concern  to  your  Health  Officers,  as  in  many  cases  the  owners, 
through  lack  of  capital  and  small  rents  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
are  unable  to  embark  on  large  schemes  of  maintenance.  The  carrying 
out  of  repairs  has  its  difficulties  and  resorting  to  proceedings  and 
default  work  do  not  help  the  good  relations  which  one  likes  to  keep 
with  the  residents  who  are  having  difficult  times.  Nevertheless, 
the  standard  is  maintained  and  help  is  given  whenever  possible  to 
keep  the  premises  wind  and  watertight  and  free  from  dampness. 

I  must  emphasise,  as  in  ny  1952  report,  the  lack  of  co¬ 
operation  of  tenants.  A  little  attention  to  the  greasing  of  locks 
and  other  small  items  of  maintenance  would  save  money  on  larger 
repairs. 


During  inspections,  one  sees  a  screw  loose  in  door  hinges, 
which  is  allowed  to  come  out,  whereas  two  minutes  with  a  screw 
driver  would  prevent  this.  Hinges  on  watercloset  seats  are  allowed 
to  deteriorate,  when  a  small  drop  of  oil  would  prevent  corrosion. 


The  complaints  received  are  varied  and  numerous,  .em¬ 
bracing  all  types  from  wasps’  nests  to  stray  dogs  harking,  many 
of  which  do  not  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Health  Depart-* 
ment.  However,  whatever  the  complaint,  we  try  to  help  and  put 
them  on  the  right  linese 

During  the  year  1,179  complaints  were  received  at  the 
office  and  as  many  received  verbally  in  the  streets,  which  increases 
the  number  considerably. 

A  number  of  complaints  about  paving  and  other  details 
were  carefully  checked  and  referred  without  delay  to  the  department 
concerned. 


The  number  of  defects  surveyed  and  dealt  with  under  the 
various  sections  of  the  Acts,  Orders  and  Bye-layys  was  3,055° 

The  drainage  clearance  scheme  was  used  regularly  by  the 
owners  and  occupiers,  who  must  pay  for  this  service.  This  charge 
was  increased  to  6s„  6d.  ,  which  includes  drain  flushing,  owing  to 
the  increase  in  the  wages  of  the  employees  who  carry  out  this  work. 
The  promptitude  of  this  service  is  much  appreciated  by  the  public. 

Every  endeavour  is  used  to  persuade  owners  and  agents  to 
comply  with  notices  served  and  default  work  is  only  proceeded  with 
after  all  persuasive  measures  have  been  taken. 

The  number  of  second  notices  served  was  489  and  232 
Formal  Notices  and  work  was  carried  out  in  default  in  9  instances. 

Pull  details  of  the  work  carried  out  will  be  f ound  in  the 
Appendices  to  be  found  on  Page  107  and  subsequent  pages. 

Much  useful  work  has  been  brought  wo  a  successful  con¬ 
clusion  by  the  staff. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  full  details  of  the  analysis  of  the  water  supply  will 
be  found  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report. 

The  samples  were  procured  from  the  various  standpipes  in

SANITARY  M G-INEERIN G-  -  SDTER7ISI0N  OF  WORK  IN  PROGRESS. 

The  inspection  of  y/ork  in  progress  is  carried  out  on  all 
work  which  comes  under  this  category.  Drainage,  plumbing  and 
sanitary  fittings  of  all  descriptions  are  carefully  checked.  The 


standard  of  workmanship  is  very  high. 

Water  closets  were  substituted  for  pail  closets  at 
St.  Mary’s  Island  and  an  additional  •water  closet  was  provided. 
The  whole  of  the  foul  drainage  was  re  laid  completely  -  some  in 
cast  iron  water  main  strength  -  two  outfalls  were  cut  off  and  a 
connection  was  made  to  the  Council  outfall.  New  sinks  were 
provided  also. 

A  large  number  of  improvements  to  the  drainage  system 
and  sanitary  conveniences  at  the  Rex  Hotel  were  carried  out.

OFFICE  INSPECTION. 

There  was  no  implementation  of  the  G-owers  Report  during 

the  year. 


The  condition  of  some  offices,  especially  those  in  the 
Monkseaton  Siding,  gives  cause  for  complaint.  These  offices  are 
let  at  a  rental  which  is  paid  to  the  Estate  Office  of  the  British 
Railways.  No  water  or  sanitary  accommodation  is  provided.  This 
matter  has  been  discussed  for  nearly  four  years  and  recently,  was 
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discussed  at  length  with  the  Estate  Officer  from  Newcastle. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  progress  had  been  made.  The 
employees  have  to  depend  on  the  tap  in  the  Slaughterhouses  for 
water  to  obtain  a  cun  of  tea. 

a- 

12  inspections  of  the  offices  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  and  a  verbal  complaint  was  received  concerning  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  water  closet  basins  in  3  cases. 

PLACES  OF  PUBLIC  RESORT. 

Under  Circular  1  20  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
premises  used  by  the  public  f  or  dancing  and  entertainment  were 
inspected  during  the  day  and  at  night.  The  total  number  of 
visits  made  was  27. 

Certificates  are  issued  to  the  Managers  in  January  for 
submission  to  the  Brewster  Sessions,  after  the  condition  of  the 
premises  and  the  Sanitary  apparatus  has  been  checked  carefully. 

INSPECTION  OF  SALEROOMS. 

The  salerooms,  which  number  three,  have  been  visited 
at  different  periods  during  the  year.  The  premises  are  well 
run  and  any  articles  which  do  not  come  up  to  requirements,  are 
removed  to  the  tip  and  burned. 


SECOND  HAND  CLOTHES  PREMISES. 

The  number  of  premises  dealing  in  the  purchase  and 
sade  of  second  hand  wearing  apparel  is  three.  These  premises 
have  been  inspected  regularly  and  1 6  inspections  were  carried 
out  during  the  year.  There  was  no  cause  for  complaint. 

INSPECTION  OF  FURNITURE  REMOVAL  VANS. 

11  inspections  of  vans  were  carried  out  to  examine 
the  packing  material  and  the  condition  of  the  vans.  No  evidence 
of  bugs  was  found  and  the  interiors  were  well  kept. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  necessity  for  the  control  of  rodents  does  not  need 
much  emphasis.  The  presence  of  large  colonies  of  rats  and  mice 
present  a  public  health  danger.  The  losses  through  the  contam¬ 
ination  and  damage  to  foodstuffs  cannot  be  over  estimated.  The 
contamination  of  food  and  water  by  these  pests  is  a  highly  im¬ 
portant  health  hazard. 


The  service  is  operating  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949.  The  Additional  Sanitary  Inspectors  devote 
part  of  their  time  to  this  service,  which  entails  the  following 
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duties: - 

(1)  The  inspection  of  buildings  and  lands: 

(2)  Destroying  rats  and  mice  on  land  which  has  become 

infested: 

(3)  The  enforcing  of  the  duties  placed  on  the  Owners 

and  Occupiers  of  lands  and  the  first  pant  of 

the  Act; 

(4)  The  keeping  of  all  records  and  submission  of  reports 

to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries: 

(5)  The  submission  of  accounts  for  work  done  on  business 

premises. 

No  provision  has  been  made  for  the  examination  of 
rats  caught  in  connection  with  Plague  or  Weil’s  Disease.  As 
we  are  adjoining  a  large  shipping  area,  it  can  be  assumed  there 
will  be  many  rats  from  foreign  countries  which  may  find  their 
way  ashore.  This  could  be  an  important  link  in  the  transmission 
of  contagious  disease  and  should  receive  the  attention  of  the 
Department  concerned. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  in  the  office  and  in 
the  streets  was  1 63-  These  related  in  102  instances  to  rats  and  in 
61  cases  to  mice.  There  was  no  delay  in  dealing  with  these  com¬ 
plaints.  The  refuse  tip  and  buildings,  Slaughterhouses,  Surveyors 
Stores  and  Joiner Ts  Shop  were  rebaited  regularly. 

THE  MAIN  CAUSES  OF  INFESTATION. 

The  main  causes  of  infestation  v/ith  rats  were  the 
insanitary  condition  of  backyards  and  gardens,  due  to  hen 
keepers  leaving  food  in  the  hen  runs  and  pig  keepers  leaving 
y/aste  food  lying  about. 

The  mice  infestations  were  found  in  dwelling  houses  and 

shops. 

Poisoning. 


The  use  of  ’Warfarin’ in  the  majority  of  cases  had 
undoubted  success.  Mixtures  of  a  suitable  grade  oatmeal  y/as 
used  also  and  good  results  were  obtained.  In  some  cases,  Zinc 
Phosphide  was  used  with  success. 

Other  Methods  -  Trapping. 

Special  rat  and  mouse  traps  were  used  and  they  proved 
a  good  secondary  help  in  some  difficult  cases. 


Include  under  this  heading-  properties  infested  with  both  rats  and  mice. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  RATS  AND  MICE, 
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MEASURES  OP  CONTROL  BY  LOCAL  AUTHORITY. 


Destination. 


According  to  the  Formula,  the  estimated  kill  of  rats 
in  connection  with  buildings,  household  and  trade,  was  909. 

78  rats  were  destroyed  in  sewers: 

131  rats  were  destroyed  at  the  refuse  tips  and 
Slaughterhouses,  and  Johnson* s  yard  accounted  for 
86  of  this  total: 

In  addition,  546  mice  were  destroyed. 

The  number  of  bodies  found  and  burned  v/as  183. 

Full  details  will  be  found  in  the  tables  on  Pages  95 

and  96. 

Cost  of  Sewer  Baiting. 

The  total  cost  involved  in  carrying  out  the  sewer 
baiting  was  £67.  19.  9.  of  which  £33.  19.  10  was  recoverable  by 
the  Council  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

PIG-  KEEPING-, 

There  was  a  large  increase  in  A  he  number  of  pigs  kept 
in  the  area.  The  piggery  at  Murton  Village  was  extended  and 
about  one  hundred  pigs  were  being  fed. 

The  number  of  pigs  kept  in  the  area  was  approximately 
250.  The  premises  were  kept  fairly  well.  29  visits  were  made 
and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  Notices  to  clear  manure  and  for 
premises  to  be  cleared  up. 

MILITARY  BSTABLI SHMENT S . 

The  camp  at  the  end  of  the  Blyth  Road  'was  occupied 
during  the  year  and  permanent  buildings  were  being  erected. 

Commencement  was  made  with  the  establishment  of  a 
Territorial  Unit  on  the  land  at  the  bottom  of  Relton  Terrace 

bridge. 


The  removal  of  refuse  was  carried  out  twice  per  wreak, 

THE  CONTROL  OF  TENTS,  VANS  AMD  SITvJLAR  STRUCTURES. 

The  trailers  which  were  given  temporary  Licences  on 
the  Newsteads  Farm  removed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  site  at  Red  House  Farm  was  fully  occupied  during 
the  Summer  season  and  a  number  of  tents  were  accommodated  on  a 
small  portion  of  the  field.  The  Trashing  shed  roof  is  becoming 
•'/veil  worn  and  representation  was  made  to  the  farmer  regarding  a 
new  place  being  erected  for  1  954.  This  site  should  be  limited 
to  forty,  as  the  drainage  of  this  site  will  not  allow  any  more 
extensions. 

Representations  were  made  also  for  the  extensions  of 
the  water  .main  nearer  the  trailers  in  respect  of  the  carrying  of 
water.  Some  trouble  was  experienced  in  endeavouring  to  reduce 
the  number  of  trailers  on  the  site.  Twelve  was  the  number 
agreed  to  by  the  Council  and  Farmer.  Notices  had  to  be  served 
and  at  the.  end  of  the  year  the  number  in  occupation  was  fourteen. 

The  trailer  site  at  Old  Hartley  was  well  patronised 
during  the  months  May  to  October.  Over  forty  trailers  were 
parked  on  the  site  in  a  most  orderly  fashion.  Most  of-  the  vans 
have  concrete  stands.  The  sanitary  accommodation  is  well  looked 
after.  Our  part-time  Attendant  at  Old  Hartley  deals  with  the 
toilets  and  the  Elsan  closet  hopper  daily.  A  warden  is  in 
attendance  at  all  times. 

The  land  at  the  rear  of  the  Cemetery  was  let  to  a 
Boys’  Club  and  Boys’  Brigade  for  six  weeks.  Second-hand  ash- 
bins  and  pails  had 'to  be  loaned  for  the  reception  of  garbage, 
as  these  organisations  appear  to  forget  the  need  for  such 
receptacles. 

•i— 

The  latrine  pits  and  buckets  were  checked  over 
regularly.  If  such  fields  are  to  be  used  in  future,  it  would 
be  advisable  for  a  proper  standpipe  to  be  provided,  as  the  v/ater 
has  to  be  carried  from  the  Cemetery  standpipe  by  means  of  a  long 
hose  pipe. 


Some  trouble  was  experienced  with  Irish  Gypsies,  who 
pitched  their  vans  and  tents  on  Crag  Point,  also  on  the  spare  land 
near  the  Engine  House  site.  They  had  no  proper  toilet  accommodation 
and  depended  on  the  residents  for  a  supply  of  water.  The  gypsies 
were  moved  and  the  site  cleansed  of  potato  peelings  and  other  refuse. 
These  particular  gypsies  were  not  clean  and  spotless  like  most  of  the 
Romany  type. 

75  visits  were  ma.de  to  trailers  and  sites  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  serve  6  Notices.  The  revision  of  the  law  in  regard 
to  canping  grounds  is  long  overdue  and  is  causing  considerable 
headaches  to  Authorities  concerned  with  this  problem. 
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THE  ADIvECNTS'IRATION  OF  THE  SHOPS ’  ACT,  1950, 

MD  YOUNG-  PERSONS 1  B-tPLQYMEI^T  ACT,  1938  SCHEDULE. 

The  inspection  of  shops  and  other  premises,  which 
come  under  this  heading,  was  carried  out.  Daily  visits  y/ere 
made  to  shops,  etc.  ,  in  connection  with  y/elfare  and  closing 
hours. 


Places  of  public  entertainment  are  checked  with 
regard  to  the  Young  Persons’  Employment  Act,  193 8. 

The  various  defects  found  are  brought  verbally  before 
the  employer  and  confirmed  by  letter  without  resorting  to  legal 
action. 

Arrangements  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Employee. 

This  is  the  section  of  the  Shops’  Act,  1950?  which 
receives  the  most  earnest  attention  of  your  Inspector  with  regard 
to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  workers  employed  in  shops.  It 
is  important  that  ventilation  and  lighting  are  adequate,  and  that 
suitable  sanitary  conveniences,  with  washing  facilities,  are 
provided,  also  accommodation  for  talcing  meals. 

Much  good  work  has  been  carried  out  with  the  assistance 
of  the  employer,  but  there  still  remain  many  difficulties  which 
have  to  be  overcome. 

The  sale  of  ice  cream  and  other  sweetmeats  in  the 
foyers  of  entertainment  houses  has  received  the  attention  of  your 
Inspector. 

Sunday  Trading  and  Weekly  Half  Day  Holiday. 

The  order  which  permits  Sunday  trading  at  seaside 
resorts  Y/as  granted  by  the  appropriate  Committee  during  the  year, 

A  street  watch  had  to  be  kept  on  one  trader,  who  signed 
the  Agreement  for  the  permitted  number  of  Sundays  and  then  tried 
to  work  an  extra  Sunday.  However,  he  was  reprimanded  severely. 

Visits  were  paid  also  to  Pish  and  Chip  premises  to 
ascertain  whether  this  commodity  was  being  sold. 

Warnings  were  given  to  three  shopkeepers  concerning 
the  articles  y/hich  could  be  sold  on  Sundays.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  a  circular  was  drafted  setting  out  details  of  the  Shops’ 

Act,  1950,  with  reference  to  half  day  closing  and  the  articles 
to  be  sold  on  Sundays. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was

PROVISION  OF  HOT  AND  COLD  WATER  SUPPLY. 

SECTION  13,  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  in  connection  with 
hot  water  systems  and  it  was  necessary  to  have  several  heaters 
adjusted  to  give  water  with  a  higher  temperature.  A  new  type 
of  heater  has  been  introduced  by  the  National  G-as  Board,  which 
is  an  improvement  on  the  older  type.  The  provision  of  towels 
is  checked. 

The  number  of  Notices  served  to  provide  hot  v/ater  was 
21  and  3  Y/ere  not  complied  with. 

All  the  food  shops  are  provided  with  hot  v/ater  and  where 
there  is  a  change  in  trade  to  the  sale  of  food,  it  is  necessary  to 
enforce  this  provision.

PET  ANBIALS* 1  ACT,  1951. 

This  Act  came  into  force  in  April,  1952,  and  as  Shops* 
Inspector  this  was  placed  under  my  jurisdiction.  It  is  something 
of  a  novelty  and  is  a  departure  from  our  other  multifarious  duties 
to  look  after  the  well-being  of  pet  animals.  A  Licence  must  be 
obtained  from  the  Council  before  any  pets  can  be  kept  in  a  shop. 
The  premises  must  be  adequate,  of  suitable  temperature,  sufficient 
lighting,  must  have  supplies  of  suitable  food  and  drinks  and  be 
thoroughly  clean. 
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Five  applications  were  received  and  five  licences 
were  granted. 

One  Notice  was  served  in  connection  with  the  Pet  Shoo 
in  Cauldwell  Lane  to  have  the  premises  cleaned  up. 

We  have  no  difficulties  with  the  selling  of  pets  in 
any  market.

I  have  made  some  reference  to  this  subject  in  another 
part  of  the  report  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  conditions 
obtaining  for  men  having  to  bag  coal  in  this  yard,  working  for 
firms  who  have  offices  on  rental  from  British  Railways,  are 
most  deplorable.  The  lack  of  water  closet,  urinal  and  washing 
facilities,  is  most  intolerable  in  these  enlightened  days. 

It  is  desirable  that  a  deputation  should  meet  the 
appropriate  Department  to  have  these  conditions  altered  without 
any  further  delay.  It  is  nearly  four  years  since  regulations 
were  started  to  provide  facilities  on  these  sidings  ~  a  most 
distressing  state  of  affairs. 

INSPECTION  OF  STABLES  AND  MEWS. 

The  small  stable  at  the  Provincial  Laundries,  and 
the  small  stable  at  the  rear  of  Brae side  Terrace  and  the  Riding 
School  at  Harden  House,  Whitley  Bay,  comprise  the  whole  of  the 
premises  in  the  area. 

Trie  Sand  Contractors  at  Old  Hartley  and  Seaton  Sluice 
have  studs  of  five  and  six  horses.  These  are  well  kept  and  the 
manure  is  removed  regularly.  14*  visits  were  made  and  2  Notices 
were  served. 

One  stable  was  removed  at  the  end  of  Braeside  Terrace 
and  the  drains  were  sealed  up. 

INPECTIQUS  DISEASE  INVESTIGATION  AMD  REMOVAL. 

The  number  of  Infectious  disease  cases  received  from 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  336. 

The  necessary  information  was  collated  on  special 
forms  and  on  his  instructions  28  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  Scaffold  Hill  for  hospital  treatment,  2 
cases  to  Walkergate  and  13  to  other  hospitals  by  the  Ambulance 
Service.  The  ambulances  were  disinfected  after  use. 
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DISINFECTION  OF  PREMISES. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  after  Zymotic  Diseases 

was  67. 

We  were  also  requested  to  carry  out  disinfection  after 
cases  of  non-notif iable  diseases. 

One '■.school  was  disinfected. 

Houses  are  disinfected  with  a  mixture  of  formalin  powder 
and  permanganate  of  potash,  with  the  addition  of  warm -water.  A 
Formalin  spray  is  used  also  for  dealing  with  large  areas,  where 
there  is  little  or  no  furniture. 

The  Priory  Kali  and  the  precincts  were  disinfected  with 
the  floral  spray,  mixed  with  D.D.T. 

Library  books  are  disinfected  in  the  homes  and  at  the 
rear  of  the  Council  Offices  and  details  sent  to  the  Librarian. 

In  the  case  of  owners  of  private  libraries,  they  are  notified 
of  any  infected  books. 

DISINFESTATION. 

Premises  affected  with  cockroaches,  wood-wor ms  and 
other  infestations,  are  dealt  with  on  request.  The  total  number 
of  premises  was  20. 

In  the  larger  cases  of  infestation,  a  nominal  charge  is 
made  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  liquid  used,  or  fumigators.  The 
increased  cost  of  germicides  makes  this  necessary.  D.D.  T.  and 
Cammexane  are  used  in  a  ten  per  cent,  solution. 

DEPARTMENTAL  CO-OPERATION. 

The  department  co-operates  with  all  departments  whenever 
possible,  whether  it  be  in  connection  with  the  use  of  the  bull-dozer, 
waggons  or  any  sphere. 

The  following  table  gives  in  detail  the  number  of  items 
which  have  been  investigated  and  passed  on  to  the  Surveyor,  who  is 
responsible  for  these  matters.

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In  a  number  of  cases,  extra  staff  have  to  be  engaged 
so  that  the  services  are  kept  up  to  schedule,  which  undoubtedly 
increases  the  cost  of  these  services.  The  work  of  refuse 
collection,  disposal  and  street  cleansing  must  go  on  -  it  cannot 
stop  like  many  other  jobs. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  asked  to  examine 
employees  after  fourteen  days’  absence  from  work  and  he  supplies 
a  report  on  the  condition  of  the  employee  and  when,  in  his 
opinion,  he  should  resume  work.  Where  an  employee,  by  reason 
of  his  illness,  cannot  attend  at  the  office  for  a  medical  report, 
the  Medical  Officer  discusses  the  question  with  the  medical 
practitioner  attending  the  case. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this  report,  it  is  only  fitting  that  I 
should  pay  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Council,  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  together  with  the  other  members  of  the  Council,  for
